VIEWS OF THE LONDON PRESS. 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—[Special.]— 
There is a growing belief here that Great 
Britain is endeavoring to force the United 

States into an alliance with that govern- 
ment against France and Russia in the 
Chinese question.

BARS OUT NEWSPAPERS. 


Reform Movement Goes to Un- 
expected Extremes and 
Many Citizens Are 
Agiuast. 


HOW MOVEMENT STARTED. 


The blue law is supreme in East Chicago, 
Ind., today. No saloons, no stores, no fruit 
stands, and no Sunday newspapers is the 
order of the day. The Citizens’ league began 
the movement, and the saloonkeepers are 
charged with making it more sweeping than 
its original advocates ever intended. 

While many, especially among the 
“church’’ people of the Indiana town 
heralded the movement with delight; others 
were somewhat aghast last night at the 
prospect. The man who enjoys an after-din- 
ner emoke was disgusted when he learned 
tobacco was on the index. But that was 
nothing compared to the dismay when Town 
Marshal Patterson announced that under the 
State law no newspapers could be sold in 
East Chicago today. 

*‘It will put us just twenty-four hours be- 
hind the rest of the world,’’ declared one 
4, citisen, ig and how shall we ever catch up? 

It’s hard enough to keep up with times these 
Gays without any such setback.” 


Long Delayed Trouble Arrives. 

The storm which has been brewing for 
some time burst on Thursday night. At 
that time the Citizens’ league presented a 
request to the Town Council that “ all good 
laws on the statute books be enforced.” 

Mayor William Hale put the matter before 
the Council and that body promptly voted 
“aye’’ and directed Town Marshal Neil 
Patterson to see to it that the *“‘ good laws ” 
were enforced. 


Town Marshal Becomes Active. 

Now Marshal Patterson is no lawyer, so 
decided to be on the safe side and enforce 
everything in sight. He began with East 
Chicago's thirty-three saloons. He visited 
each and notified the proprietor that from 11 
p. m. on Saturday night till Monday morn- 
ing they must refrain from all liquor 
traffic. 

So far was so good, but yesterday the 
Marshal branched out and put cigar and 
‘fruit stands under the ban. Then the rumor 
spread that the restaurants and hotels must 
keep their table d-hote and A la carte out 
of sight. The rumor proved groundless, but 
prepared the people for the worst. , 


Forbids Sale of Newspapers, 
The worst came when‘at 7 p. m. W. E. Fife, 
newsagent, was called up by the Marshal and 
told not to sell newspapers on Sunday. 

J. H. Black, superintendent of the chair 
works, is President of the Citizens’ league, 
which is a newcomer in the municipal life of 
the city. The Rev. Mr. Kitlinger of the Con- 
gregational Church, and Pastor Hobi:. of the 
Methodist congregation are active in the 
management of the organization. 


Smallpox Adds to Trouble. 
While the “‘ blue law ’’ problem is not con- 
ductve to general comfort, the people of East 
Chicago have just awakened to the possi- 
bility of an epidemic of smallpox in the town. 
Seven cases of the disease have been dis- 
covered, and yesterday the town health au- 
thorities appealed to the Indiana State Board 
of Health. On account of the illness of the 
board’s secretary a notification was sent to 
Chief Medical Inspector Spalding of the Chi- 
cago Health department. Dr. Spalding paid 
the town a visit and found two victims of 
smallpox, one of whom was taken to the 
Isolation Hospital of East Chicago for treat- 
ment. The other patient was quarantined. 
Dr. Spalding stated yesterday that the town 
authorities have the situation well in hand.

RAID GELLAR WINE PLANTS 


DETECTIVES FIND OVER 60,000 
GALLONS HOME MADE. 


Italian Quarter on West Side Location 
of Basement Resorts—Feared by 
Their Neighbors—Six Men Arrested 
and Booked on Charges of Not Com- 
plying with State Laws and City Or- 

dinances—Believed to Be Exempt 
from Federal Statute. 


In the basements of decrepit frame build- 
ings scattered through the Italian quarter of 
the West Side detectives of the Central Sta- 


60,000 gallons of wine, pressed and fermented 
in the murky cellars of the quarter. This 
wine, the detectives assert, is sold without 
being seen by any inspector and without pay- 


ment. 

Six men were arrested yesterday charged 
with conducting these places. They are: 
Grimaldi, Raffaelo, 108 Ewing street. 

Grossio, Giuseppi, 101 Huron street. 
Gentile, Michael, 162 Taylor street. 
Pasquale, A., 327 South Jefferson street. 
Panico, Venuczio, 120 Ewing street. 
Tarsitano, Gaestano, 180 West Polk street. 


Cellars Used as Lounging-Rooms. 

The cellars in which the wine is fermented 
are used as lounging-rooms. Strings of 
onions and dried fruit are hung on the ceil- 
ing, and in one place a lamb intended for sac- 
rifice was found tethered. The detectives 
) say that “most of the crimes which have 
brought the quarter into public notice are 
plotted in these places. | 

The arrests were made after an investiga- 
tion lasting ten days. Evidence was diffi- 
cult to procure. Although scores of com- 
plaints had been made by the dealers of the 
Italian quarter of the secret manufacture 
of wine and of the selling of liquor by those 
not authorized by the city, none of the in- 
formants dared to swear out warrants for 
the men who conducted the places. The 
detectives were compelled to seek out the 
places, despite their lack of knowledge of 
the Italian tongue and the reticence that 
overhangs the Italian colony during the 
presence of a stranger. 


gTypical Place in West Polk Street. 


n the basement of the building at 180 West 
Polk street a steep flight of stairs, descend- 
ing from a sidewalk trap door, led to a small 
and dimly lit room, in which a dozen Italians 
were seated around a table, intent upon a 
card game. They sprang from their seats 
and huddled in a corner when questioned by 
the detectives. The lamb, which one of the 
men explained was intended for a sacrificial 
offering, was tied in a corner, while neara 
closed door a hand press was placed. There 
were three rows of great casks, the capacity 
of which ranged from 175 to 200 gallons, and 
all of which were filled with wine. Twenty- 
four of the casks were counted, and the de- 
tectives estimated that nearly 5,000 gallons 
of wine was stored in the place. Two barrels 
were filled with jugs and bottles, none having 
a capacity of more than two quarts, in which 
the liquor was sold. 

The owner of the place, who is a county 
employ6, protested vigorously against his 
arrest, and other men present declared that 
if the identity of the person who had revealed 
the storeroom could be ascertained he would 
not be able to appear in court to proseeute. ; 

A search of the other places was then con- 
ducted, and in each one similar disgoveries 
were made. During the raid the detectives 
were followed about the neighborhood by a 
score of excited and gesticulating residents 
of the cology, while messengers were dis- 
patched to other places to forestall their 
visits. The presses were removed hastily 
and the entrances to the storerooms barred, 
but the search revealed the casks filled with 
wine in five more places. At each place the 
owner was placed under arrest, despite the 
muttered threats of their compatriots. 


Prisoners Booked at ‘‘ Central.” 

The prisoners were taken to the Central 
Station. The officers of the Internal Revenue 
department were notified of the arrests, but 
doubt was expressed by them whether the 
men were amenable to the government laws. 
The prisoners accordingly were booked for 
an alleged violation of the Illinois statutes 
governing the sale of liquors in quantities of 
less than one gallon, and theinfraction of the 
city ordinances in reference to selling liquor 
without a license. They will have 4 hearing 
at the Harrison street court tomorrow morn- 


ing. 


Kept Ostensibly as Groceries. 
Each of the places is conducted ostensibly 
as an Italian grocery, and none but those 
familiar to the proprietors are admitted to 
them. Card tables are scattered about and 
in the resorts the majority of the West Side 
Italians who are known to the police lounge 


about. 
The process of manufacture is a simple 


one, the grapes being bought in large quan- 
tities during the summer, and after being 
pressed the juice is blended and placed in 
the casks to ferment. It is said that none of 
the proprietors possesses a retailer’s license, 
and the freedom from the necessity of pay- 
ing revenue to the authorities allows them 
to dispense the wine at a rate with which the 
regular dealers cannot compete. " 

The investigation of the business will be 
continued by the detectives during the week, 
and many more arrests are expected.

WIRES AS A FIRE CAUSE 


CHARGED THAT ALL BLAZES ARE 
NOT DUE TO ACCIDENT. 


City Electrical Department Will De- 

- @lare in Its Report That Merchants 
and Others Sometimes Avail Them- 
selves of Modern Lighting Appli- 
ances to Produce Flames for Busi- 
ness Reasons—Will Urge Ordinance 
Requiring Municipal Supervision. 


According to the City Electrical depart- 
ment certain merchants and property-own- 
ers who find an occasional fire “ conven- 
lent” for business reasons are making use 
of electric wires to produce the desired 
blaze. It is declared that seventy-eight 
fires are known to have been caused in Chi- 
cago in the last year by electric wires, 
while it is supposed that many others had 
the same origin. While no figures are given 
as to the alleged incendiarism, it is stated 


due to accident. 

An ordinance to prevent careless or im- 
proper wiring has been framed and will be 
urged for passage by the City Council. Itis 
declared that when a fire is started by elec- 
tricity detection is almost impossible and 
that for this reason the city should exercise 
a supervision over all wiring. 

In the annual report of City Electrician 
Ellicott the matter willbe explained by Chief 
Inspector H: H. Hornsby and the passage of 
an ordinance permitting only licensed elec- 
triclans or wiremen to install electric wires 
‘will be urged as the best means of pre- 
venting a spread of these “‘ crossed wire” 
fires in future. 


Describes Alleged Method. 

According to Mr. Hornsby’s explanation, 
electric wires often are arranged in show 
windows or elsewhere with a piece of lead 
pipe or other material convenient to produce 
a short circuit or ground wire. When this 
has been produced the fusing joining the 
wires becomes heated and glows. A handful 
of shavings.or paper underneath,the fusing 
will become ignited and a fire will result. 

The electrical department claims to be 
satisfied that one $200,000 fire was produced 
in this manner last year. It is claimed that 
an inspector in the department saw wires 
crossed in a display window in such a man- 
ner that he knew the danger of a fire was 
great. He entered the establishment and 
demanded that the wires be removed, which 
was done. It is said that it was discovered 
afterward that the wires had been replaced 
and within two days a fire resulted, causing 
aloss of $200,000. 


To Urge License System. 

These alleged facts will be related, andin 
the annual report the necessity of passing an 
ordinance which will make it impossible for 
electric wires to be installed except under 
the direction of a licensed electrician will be 
urged. 

Such an ordinance has been prepared, and 
has been sent to the Council Committee on

‘the City Electrician’s report it is expected 
that the committee will revive the ordinance 
and bring it up for consideration. 

Because the ordinance will require the 
taking out of a license for the installation of 
electric wires it is expected that there will 
be some opposition to its passage.

This, the police say, was to protect 
the actress and her associates from arrest 
by constables who desired to prevent her 
departure from the city. The police declare 
that Chicago detectives followed the French 
actress and her players to Kansas City, and 
there left them after fear had passed that 
they would be molested. 

During Mme. Bernhardt's engagement here 
M. Deneubourg, a member of her company, 
was arrested on a warrant sworn out be- 
fore Justice Hoglund. The case was contin- 
ued for a week, and the last night of Mme. 
Bernharat's appearance, itis said, constables 
threatened to take Deneubourg from the 
stage. According to the police, Mme. Bern- 
hardt telephoned the Mayor, who summoned 
Chief Kipley.

NAME TICKETS TOWNS 


FIVE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTIONS 
NOMINATE CANDIDATES. 


Jefferson Delegates Adjourn After 
Adopting Resolution Declaring Elec- 
tion of Officers Unnecessary—Lake 
View Representatives Postpone Se- 
lections for Lack of Candidates — 
West Town Assemblage Performs Its 
Work Amid Disorder. 


Democratic conventions nominated tickets 
yesterday in the South, West, and North 
Towns. The Town of Lake View convention 
adjourned until Wednesday for lack of candi- 
dates, and the delegates to the Town of 
Jefferson's convention adopted a resolution 
declaring that the election of Supervisor, 
Assessor, and Collector had been made un- 
necessary and farcical. In line with the resv- 
jution the convention refused to nominate a 
ticket and adjourned. 

The resolution which disposed of the politi- 
cal situation in the Town of Jefferson so far 
as the Democrats are concerned was intro- 
duced by Justice Edgar. In its preamble it 
recites the effect of the legislation governing 
the Assessors and Collectors and Supervisors, 
and then concludes as follows: 


by the Democratic voters of the Township of Jef- 
ferson, in convention assembled, declare the elec- 
tion of such officers a farce and their existence 
an unnecessary expense to the taxpayers of the 
town; and, further, that this convention do now 
adjourn without making nominations for the above 
named town offices, and do hereby recommend 
that the payment of any public moneys as fees 
or salaries to such officials (if any elected) be dis- 
continued. 

West Town Candidates. . 
Amid much disorder the West Town con- 
vention nominated the following ticket yes- 
terday morning at Bricklayers’ Hall, under 
the direction of Alderman John Powers and

The ticket put In nomination is now in 
office. Assessor Klein was nominated under 
protest and in spite of his declaration that 
he would not seek re#lection. The ticket 
was named in a resolution introduced by 
Alderman Powers, which pledged the nomi- 
nees to a platform favoring consolidation 
of the town governments, indorsing the 
policies outlined for the city by Robert E. 
Burke, and advising the State Legislature 
to take” such action as is necessary to do 
away with the perfunctory offices as soon 
as possible. The resolution was adopted by 
a vote of 276 to 123. 


No Contest in Hyde Park. 
There was no contest in the nomination of 
the four candidates at the Town of Hyde 
Park convention, at Fifty-fifth street and 
Jefferson avenue.

FORMER OPPONENTS PLEDGE SUP- 
PORT IN MAYORALTY RACE. 


Reception at the Iroquois Club Be- 
comes a Praise Meeting and Mem- 
bers of the Gold Wing of the Party 
Pledge Their Allegiance — Suggest 
That Harrison Be National Leader in 

41904 — Says He Is So Honest the 
“ Boys ” Are “ Kicking.” 


Mayor Harrison, yesterday gathered into 
his political army former leaders of the 
“gold bugs’ of Democracy and men who for 
ten years have been in the camp of John P. 
Altgeld. These recruits formally announced 
their support at the noonday reception and 
dinner given the candidates of the Demo- 
cratic city ticket by the Iroquois club. The 
reception was in the nature of a “love 
feast,"’ and the Mayor was the target of all 

Among the men who climbed in the Harri- 
son bandwagon ‘were Marshall M. Kirkman, 
Second Vice President of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad; ex-Judge William 
Prentiss, who nominated Altgeld for Gov- 
ernor at the Democratic State cénvention in 
1892, and who was one of the leaders of the 
anti-Harrison Mayoralty campaign two 
years ago; Arthur J. Eddy, one of the sup- 
porters of the gold Demécrats of four years 
ago; and Sigmund Zeisler, Democrat but 
“ non-partisan on municipal issues.’’ Some 
of these men even insisted that Carter Harri- 
son is the man to lead the national Democ- 
racy in 1904. 

To all this Mayor Harrison replied that the 
affairs of Chicago were ‘so strictly managed 
that the “ boys” were “ kicking.”’ 


One Note of Warning. 

In all the oratory there was only one note 
of warning. It came from Samuel Alschuler, 
who said: 

** Beware of a suré thing. Don’t count your 
majorities until they materalize. Labor un- 
ceasingly, toil diligently, that these major- 
ities may be realized.”’ 

Mayor Harrison reached the club at noon, 
For an hour thereafter he sat on a table, 
swinging his feet and holding an informal 
levee for the members of the Democratic 
organization. At the dinner Judge Murray 
F. Tuley acted as toastmaster, and speakers 
were selected chiefly from the club’s rank 
and file. The text of all was ‘‘ Mayor Har- 
rison and the City Ticket."" | 
_“ Carry the coming campaign,”’ said Mar- 
shall M. Kirkman, ‘‘and for another two 
years we will be assured of the further con- 
tinuance of our good administration.’’ 

The Rev. Father E. A. Kelly, the next 
speaker, denied the circulated reports that he 
would oppose Mayor Harrisén. “As for 

ayor Harrison,” he said, ‘‘ I shall support 

im and work for him, and I hope that he 
may continue to occupy higher and more 
honored positions. until we can call ‘our 
Carter’ our President.”’ 

“I have not always been a Democrat,” 
admitted Arthur J. Eddy, “ but In this case I 
feel under obligations to the last Democratic 
city convention for having nominated a 
ticket that I can support from top to bottom. 
Carter H. Harrison’s record will be such that 
the next Democratic national convention 
must look to him to lead the party in the 
next Democratic natfonal campaign.”’ 

Judge Edward F. Dunne insisted that 
Mayor Harrison’s reélection is as certain 
‘‘as there is a sun above us.” 

* While in national politics I am as true 
a Democrat as there is,” said Sigmund 
Zeisier, “‘I do not recognize such a thing as 
partisanship in local matters. Therefore, not 
as a Democrat, but as a non-partisan, I am 
in favor of the ticket nominated by the 
Democratic party.’’

Harrison Makes Reply. 

Finally Judge Tuley brought Mayor Har- 
rison to the front, although it had been 
planned that the candidates were to play 
silent parts. 

“I can say this,’”’ the Mayor began, “ t!:at 
in the four years I have been Mayor I have 
attempted to run the city’s affairs on the 
highest principles. In fact, affairs in the 
City Hall are such that the ‘ boys’ are kick- 
ing. Only the other day Alderman Coughlin 
came into my office railing. ‘ Things are get- 
ting too fine here,’ he‘said. ‘ Why, the boys 
can’t get the least little thing. Whenever 
they enter a department and ask for some- 
thing the clerk springs the municipal code 
on them.’ 

“1 appreciate the honor conferred on me 
in renominating me for the third position 
in the United States. In the next two years, 
as in the last four, I shall endeavor to pre- 
serve the confidence that Democrats and 
citizens have reposed in me by giving an ad- 
ministration which will be satisfactory at 
least to the majority of our citizenship.” 

From this “‘love feast’’ the Mayor hur- 
ried to the City Hall, where he received a 
committee from the Civics club of Chicago 
University and promised to speak at Kent 
Theater on March 19 or 20. Then he trans- 
acted municipal business, and after a long 
conference with Robert E. Burke went home 
to turn up in the evening among the young 
Democrats of the Tuscarora club.

PLEDGE VOTES 70 HANECY 


CLUBS PROMISE THE CANDIDATE 
THEIR SUPPORT. 


Bricklayers the First Labor Organisa- 
tion to Formally Notify the Repub- 
lican of Resolutions in His Favor— 
Speaks at a Meeting of the Tippe- 
canoe Club, Criticising the Policy of 
the Harrison Administration To-~ 
ward the Schools. ¢ 


The West Side Bricklayers’ club yesterday 
indorsed the candidacy of Judge Hanecy, 
John J. Corcoran, President of the Brick- 
layers and Stonemasons’ union, being a 
member of the committee which delivered the 
resolutions to the candidate. It was the first 
formal approval of a labor organization. 
Later representatives of the Stationary En- 
gineers’ union visited the headquarters and 
assured Judge Hanecy of their support. The 
union adopted resolutions approving the can- 
= of Judge Hanecy at its regular meet- 


. Thomas P, Simmons, Colonel commanding 
the Twenty-fourth Regiment, Union Veter- 
ans’ union, presented resolutions indorsing 
the ticket, while the directors of the Mc- 
Kinley-Yates club of the Sixth Ward, the 
original Garter organization in the Guber- 
natorial campaign, and recently a supporter 
of John M. Harlan, passed resolutions fa- 
voring the Republican ticket. In addition 
the directors decided on a meeting on Tues- 
day night at Oakland Music Hall, Fortieth 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, to ratify 
the action of the convention and indorse the 
ticket. 

The Greeks of Chicago sent notice of their 
action at 14 North State street, indorsing 
Judge Hanecy and the other nominees. The 
old Tippecanoe club passed stout resolutions 
of indorsement at its meeting in the Sherman 
House during the afternoon, while the Cook 
County Woman's Republican club also 
pledged support. 

At the Tippecanoe club meeting Judge 
Hanecy made a speech condemning the pol- 
icy of the administration in dealing with 
schools and the laxity in regard to gambling. 
He referred specifically to the Jones School. 

‘They say there is no gambling in this 
city,”’ sald Judge Hanecy, “and yet the 
Jones School is surrounded with policy 
shops, while within a stone’s throw of the 
building are disorderly houses. This school 
is attended by the children of parents who 
are forced to live in that district. Thereis no 
protection thrown around this school nor 
any other in that district because the vicious 
element which domingtes the City Hall con- 
trols the police force, whose duty it.is to drive 
dangerous characters outside the city.’”’ 

Judge Hanecy said the Mayor's excuse that 
he could not keep the city clean was no ex- 
cuse for the vice and crime which exists, as 
the police force is large enough to furnish 
ample protection to the city. He told of the 
reduction of teachers’ salaries to enable the 
funds saved thereby to go to favored con- 
tractors. 

‘*This administration even has not spared 
the children,” continued Judge Hanecy, 
‘but is endeavoring to draw them into poli- 
tics. Its agents have gone into respectable 
localities to pick out children to run them 
for the Common Council.” 

This criticism, which was taken to apply to 
the Twenty-first Ward, was applauded. 

The resolutions adopted by the club closed 
as follows: 

We condemn the wide open policy which dis- 
regards law and produces disorder and crime. 
We demand an impartial administratoin of thd 
law which will rid our city of cutthroats, con- 
fidence men, holdup robbers, and disreputable 
characters. We demand that the Schoo! board and 
the public sehools be divorced from politics; that 
the police force be taken out of the field of partisan 
politics and that it be used strictly to protect 
property and life and to preserve peace and order. 
To this end we invite all good citizens to unite 
with the Old Tippecanoe club in electing Elbridge 
Hanecy as Mayor of Chicago, and we pledge our- 
selves to the earnest support of the ticket and 
urge all citizens to unite with us in this good work. 

Dr. T. J. Bluthardt, Republican nominee 
for City Treasurer, made his first speech of 
the campaign before the Tippecanoe club. 

The Executive c@mmittee has arranged 
fifty-three dates for Judge Hanecy within 
the next three weeks. Every ward in the 
city will be entered. Judge Hanecy also will 
speak at the noonday meetings of the Mar- 
quette and Hamiltdn clubs. 


EVANSTON ALDERMAN TO QUIT. 


James A. Patten Announces That He 
Will Resign Because of Disgust for 
Mayor Bates’ Political Methods. 


Alderman James A. Patten, a Board of 
Trade man and erstwhile chairman of the 
Finance committee of the Evanston City 
Council, announced last night that he would 
resign his seat im the Council next Tuesday 
evening, “ disgusted,” ase he says, “ with 
dirty politics and the weakness displayed 
by Mayor Bates.”’ The action of Mayor 
Bates in refusing to reappoint Joseph M. 
Paden as Corporation Counsel is the result, 
it is sald, of a successful bluff on the part 
of the Third and Fourth Ward delegates in 
Evanston to withdraw their support from 
Bates at the recent city convention unless 
he would promise, in the event of his elec- 
tion, to appoint A. L. Allen of the Third 
Ward as Paden’s successor. Mayor Bates 
announced yesterday that he would appoint 
Allen, after declaring, it is claimed, that 
he would make no pledges.

Canvass of the Wards. 


While the Executive committee is making 
elaborate preparations for ward meetings, it 
is not overlooking ‘the canvass of the wards 
and hundreds of representatives of the ward 
organizations are making a house-to-house 
visit in every precinct. No voters will be 
overlooked on Tuesday, the only day de- 
voted to registration. It will be the first 
registration under the new ward lines and 
considerable confusion is feared. 

While it is not necessary for voters who 
have not changed their place of residence to 
register, it is suggested that all who find 
themselves in different precincts or wards 
should visit the registration booths and see 
that their names have been properly trans- 
ferred. The booths will open on Tuesday 
morning at 8 o’clock and remain open until 
8 at night. 

There are 1,281 voting precincts and the 
boundaries of four-fifths of them have been 
changed under the new apportionmert. Of 
the 88,000 votes cast at the Democratic and 
Republican primaries recently a number of 
errors were discovered and the Election 
board is anxious to obviate future difficul- 
ties by having the tangle straightened before 
election day. The only opportunity for re- 
vision will be on Saturday, when suspect 
notices must be answered between 6 and 10 
o’clock in the evening. 


Charges of Colonization. 


Charges of colonization by the Democrats 
already are being made in the First, Eigh- 
teenth, and Nineteenth Wards, the great 
lodging-hougse districts. One precinct in the 
Eighteenth Ward less than a block square 
is said to have 1,027 voters, while only 400 
ballots ~were cast last fall. George Berz, 
who superintended the canvass, says the 
lodging-houses in the district are overrun 
with tramps who have been brought here 
for the election. 

The -Republican Cook County Marching 
club will open headquarters at 91 Clark 
street-on Wednesday and at noon will com- 
mence its noonday meetings. This club also 
is arranging for a Veiled Prophet masked 
ball at the Coliseum on March 19. A new 
floor will be laid at the conclusion of the 
international game show. Two hundred 
coryphées are being drilled as a ballet for 
the occasion.

Six Recent Deaths from Plague. 

, The federal commission appointed by the 
\Gecretary some time ago to investigate the 
glarming situation in San Francisco recently 
returned a confidential report that bubonic 
plague does exist beyond a doubt in that city, 
that there have been at least six recent 
‘deaths from the disease, and that there area 
lpumber of cases at present. 

| The situation was aggravated for some 
Yme by the conduct of the State authorities 


in California. They held almost to the last 
that there had been no case of plague in the 
city or in the State. Governor Gage has not 
yet openly admitted it.

SAYS CUBA WILL NOT ACCEPT. 


General Opinion Among Delegates to 
Constitutional Convention Averse 
to Platt Resolutions. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
HAVANA, March 9.—The general opinion 
among the delegates is that the constitutional 
convention will not accept the Platt resolu- 
tion in regard te the relations between Cuba 
and the United States. 

A member of the Committee on Relations 
of the convention said today that the copy 
of the Platt resolutions submitted by Gov- 
ernor General Wood would probably be re- 
turned to that official with the statement the 
convention cannot accept suggestions made 
in the resolution. 

The revolutionary press continues to lay 
much stress on what it claims to be the rea- 
son why the American Congress acted as it 
did, that reason being that the representa- 
tions which were sent to the United States 
did not tell the state of the opinions and 
wishes of the Cubans. These statements are 
to a certain extent directed against Governor 
General Wood, as his enemies have told the 
delegates that General Wood's reports falsi- 
fied the state of affairs here. 

It ig considered in Havana that the in- 
sistence of the press on this point may have 
an ulterior object, such as supplying the 
delegates and leaders with an excuse for 
stirring up the people, whereas if these ex- 
cuses were not made the agitation of the 
people would amount to a direct challenge 
to the American government. 

Perhaps another reason exists. News has 
been received in Havana that in some coun- 
try districts the people have threatened to 
give their delegates a good beating if they 
accept the Platt scheme of relations. These 
people claim that-when they elected the 
delegates the latter made a compact with 
them that in the convention they would fight 
for independence or death. 

The Patria says that the present moment 
would be inopportune for an American fleet 
to visit Havana. The paper declares that 
the Cubans have received a rude shock 
by the adoption of the Platt resolution, and 
perhaps if the officers of an American fleet 
were invited to attend a ball at the palace 
the Cubans might refuse to go even if they 


were invited.

Plans have been completed for the twelve-story store 
building tobe erected by Marsha}! Field, in State street, cov- 
ering the entire block, 384% feet from Randolph to Washington 
street. The cost is to be between $1,500,000 and $2,000,000. D. 


To allow of this improvement Central Music Hall and the 
two five-story buildings on the south of it,used at present by Mar- 
shall Field & Co., will be razed after May 1. This ground space 
is the first section of the big building. It has a frontage of 224 
feet in State street and 150% feet in Randolph. . The second sec- 
tion, the present eight-story store at the northeast corner o 
State and Washington streets, will not be fully constructed for 
As now proposed, the foundation will be laid and 
the first two stories remodeled, a new front being put 1n corre- 
sponding with the new strucwre to the north, Then, whenever 
the needs of the firm for more space require it, this second 
section will be completed, finishing the structure from Ran- 


One of the chief distinguishing features of the State street 
front will be the entrance in the center of the block. This is 
sixty-five feet in length and rises to the third floor. 

In the show windows on the two street fronts the polished 
ogee glass will be the largest sizes ever set in a window frame 

or store or other building. The eleventh and twelfth stories 
are made a feature of the design, there being twenty engaged 
Ionic columns thirty feet in height supporting the cornice. 

The cold storage fyrrooms will: contain 15,000 cubic feet 
of space. Thereisa plant provided for cooling purposes, ice 
water, and manufacturing ice shapes for tearoom uses‘and dec- 
orations. 

The entire mass when completed and occupied, will weigh 
56,000 tons. All this is carried by 130, concrete caissons pene- 
trating the earth to a depth of ninety feet below street grade.

WILL ASSUMDB NEW DUTIES WHEN 
COYNE LEAVES OFFICE.

Appointment of the Chicago Man to 
the Internal Revenue Position Is 
Satisfactory to Senators Mason and 
Cullom—Conference of Local Lead- 
ers Makes the Selection After State 
Senator Campbell Declined to Ac- 
cept—Date for Change Not Yet Fixed. 


Washington; D. C., March 9.—[Special.]— 
Henry L. Hertz will be appointed Collector of 
Internal Revenue at Chicago, to succeed Col- 
lector F. E. Coyne, who will become Postmas- 
ter upon the retirement of Charles U. Gordon. 

The appointment of Mr. Hertz was agreed 
upon today by Senators Mason and Cullom, 
and they joined in a recommendation to the 
President that it be made. 

It is impossible to tell exactly when Mr. 
Hertz will assume charge of the internal rev- 
enue office, as it depends entirely upon the 
retirement of Mr. Gordon, which will take 
Place about April 1. When Mr. Gordon re- 
tires, Mr. Coyne will take control of the Post- 
office, and Mr. Hertz will assume the duties 
of the Collector's office. 

This appointment naturally is satisfactory 
to both Senators, as they indorsed Mr. Hertz, 
and there will not be any trouble about secur- 
ing the confirmation of the nomination. — 

State Senator Campbell couid have been 
the Collector of Internal Revenue at Chicago 
if he had desired, as the appointment was of- 
fered to him. He declined to accept, and said 
that he would return to Chicago and consult 
with Graeme Stewart, Fred Busse, Henry L. 
Hertz, and other friends about the Collector- 
ship. This was the situation® when Mr. 
Campbell was here a few weeks ago. Today 
these men decided that Hertz should be the 
Collector, and notified Senators Mason and 
Cullom of the decision, which was acted upon 
promptly. 


Henry L. Hertz has long been actively 
identified with the Republican party in an 
official way. He was born in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, in °1847. .His parents were na- 
tives of Germany, but removed to Denmark 
some time before he was born. He was given 
every advantage in an educational way and 
was graduated from the University of Co- 
penhagen in 1866 after taking the classical 
cuurse in the Latin high school. 

His early ambition was to pursue the prac- 
tice of medicine and he studied fortwo years 
with\this end in view. He then became im- 
bued with the American fever and emigrated 
to this country in 1869. For some time he 
followed no steady employment, turning his 
hand to selling sewing machines, clerking in 
a bank, and at one time engaging as a farm 
hand. 

In 1876 Hertz took a desk in the office of the 
Recorder of Cook County and in 1876 he was 
a record writer in the Criminal Clerk’s office. 
His first elective position was as Coroner of 
Cook County, to which he was elected in 
1884 by a majority of 10,000. In 1888 he was 
reélected by a largely increased vote. In 
1892 he became the candidate of the Repub- 
lican party for State Treasurer, but was de- 
feated along with therest of the ticket. Bet- 
ter fortune was with him in 1896, when he 
was elected State .Treasurer by a majority 
of 115,000. His last public position, which 
he now holds, is Clerk of the Board of Re- 


view.

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FORCE AMERICA'S HAND 


ENGLAND SEEKS TO DRAW UNITED 
STATES INTO ALLIANCE. 


Great Britain Believed to Be Making 
an Effort to Form an Alignment of 
the Powers Against Russia—Secre- 
tary Hay Informs Chinese Govern- 
ment Secret Treaty with Individual 
Nations Will Not Be Sanctioned—No- 
tice Served on Other Allies.

| Rugsia’s Hold on Manchuria. 
BERLIN, March 9.—The Tageblatt’s spe- 
cial correspondent, who *has been traveling 
in northern Manchuria, Mongolia, and on 
the borders of Siberia and China for a year, 
and whose reports hitherto have been cor- 
rect without exception, has furnished his 
paper with a long letter which is published 
today containing interesting details regard- 
ing the Russo-Chinese agreement on the sub- 
ject of Manchuria, Mongolia, and Turkestan. 
He says heis absolutely certain that the pub- 
lished version of this agreement is in no way 
near the actual truth. 

The correspondent then proceeds to give 
facts concerning the proposed internal ad- 
ministration of that part of China, demon- 
strating that Manchuria will become an in- 
tegral part of Russia more so than even 
Bokhara. In regard to Mongolia, he says 
there is no doubt a protectorate has been es- 
tablished, as this is evidenced by the hoisting 
of Russian flags everywhere, the thorough 
organization of the district, the establish- 
ment of tax collecting offices, and the open- 
ing of branches of Russo-Chinese banks 
with none but Russian officials in charge. 


Begun Before Boxer Outbreak. 

All this, virtually, has taken place during 
the last six months and began before the 
Boxer outbreak. The clearest evidence, 
however, is contained in an army order Is- 
sued by General Grodekoff to the Siberian 
troops, in which the General said: ‘“ You 
have nobly fulfilled your task of defending 
a line 1,500 kilometers long on the frontiers 
of the Russian Empire, from Urga (Mon- 
golia) to Kho Shun, and have thrown back 
the enemy across this threatened line.”’ 

Besides’ establishing direct communica- 
tion with L’Hassa (Thibet), where Dalailamf 
scored a victory for Russia by an immense 
bribe of bars of silver, direct telegraph com- 
munication now also exists between the Rus- 
sians at Kuldja and those in China, even 
reaching Sian Fu, where the Chinese court 
has been sojourning, by way of Barkcol, 
Khami, Stoochow, and Lanchow. 

The opinion is expressed by the leading 
newspapers that Chancellor von Biilow, in 
his recent speech, omitted to give any in- 
formation about the most important points 
of Germuny’s foreign policy.

TWIN'S ASHES CASP IN SEA 


ALEX. BECKER OF BROOKLYN PER- 
FORMS RITE FOR BROTHER. 


Louis Becker, His Twin Brother, Had 
Declared in His Will That He Want- 
ed His Dust Scattered Over the 
Ocean After Death—Many Look On 
im Reverence at Sad Ceremony— 
Dead Man Was Great Lover of the 
Atlantic. 


New York, March 9.—[Special. ]}—Passengers 
on a Staten Island ferryboat, who knew what 
the singular actions of an old man meant, 
stood with bared heads this afternoon when 
Alexander Becker of Brooklyn, bowed with 
grief, stood with two friends on the upper 
deck of the boat, and threw to the winds 
the ashes of his twin brother Louis, who 
died on Feb. 24. The body of Louis, ac- 
cording to his wish, was cremated. The 
scattering of his ashes was done because 
of a codicil to his will filed in the Surro- 
gate’s office in Brooklyn last Wednesday. It 
read: | 

“I loved the sea all my life, and when 
I die I want my ashes to be scattered over 
the Atlantic Ocean.” 


Waits Favorable Breeze. 

In obedience to the request Alexander, with 
his friends, boarded a Staten Island ferry- 
boat, intending to scatter the ashes in the 
lower bay. When off Robbins Reef they 
found the wind then blowing would not carry 
the ashes out to the Atlantic Ocean. They 
remained on the boat and made several trips. 

When they reached Robbins Reef for the 
third time they found the wind was blowing 
westerly, and the old man with his friends 
went out on the upper deck. 

Becker slowly took from his pocket a small 
package, which he opened. All the passen- 
gers saw was a small amount of dust. No 
one spoke, but all took off their hats as 


Becker looked at the opened package, and. 


then, with tears running down his wrinkled 
cheeks, held it out ag far as his arm could 
stretch. The high wind blew the ashes away 
in a twinkling, and the paper followed, but 
this dropped into the water, while the ashes 
went out toward the ocean, and the cher- 
ished wish of Louis Becker,.was granted. 


Had Deep Love for Ocean. 

Louis Becker was a chemist, who, after 
accumulating a fortune in this country, re- 
tired and began to indulge his passion for 
travel on the ocean. He salled to every part 
of the globe, but had to give up 6n account 
of age a few years ago. He then made his 
home in Brooklyn, but every day he walked 
to Coney Island and gazed on the ocean: 
for hours. At night he would tell his brother 
and friends of the love for the water and 
would always close with: ; 

‘“‘T want my ashes scattered on the ocean.” 

His money, about $35,000, he left to Alex-

of raw vegetables, and hag come to the con- 
clusion that to their use when they are grown 
near large cities may often be traced the 
prevalence of these diseases at certain sea- 
sons. His study of the matter has not only 
extended over many years but to many for- 
éign cities, chief among them Paris arid Ber- 
lin. In speaking of the matter today he said: 
“T quite agree with Professor Gauldi, Chief 
of the Bureau of Hygiene of Rome, and other 
eminent students of the subject, who trace 
_ typhoid fever more directly to the consump- 
tion of raw vegetables ‘than to any other 
source. Of course, the use of polluted water, 
as well as a carelessly guarded milk supply, 
are both dangerous factors, but do not ac- 
count completely for the prevalence of the 
disease in localities: where these supplies are 
both closely watched and the sanitary con- 
ditions are beyond reproach. 
“ The cause of the danger in uncooked veg- 
etables lies in the fact of trick gardeners 
near large cities depending often upon sewer 
waste, household refuse, street sweepings, 
and other such matter as a fertilizer for their 
fields. This is especially the case about 
Paris. Such a use of waste matter for this 
purpose is particularly dangerous if con- 
taminated with pathogenic germs, and this 
waste matter should in such cases, if used at 
all, be under the supervision of the Board of 
Health, and should be Sterilized either by 
subjection to a high temperature or by the 
use of oil of vitriol in sufficient quantities to 
be germicidal. 
"“The use of ol! of vitriol improves fer- 
tlisers in preserving the ammonia, as well 
asin other ways. An excess ofthis chemical 
should be neutralized by finely ground phos- 
phate rock, the soluble phosphoric acid thus 
formed becoming a valuable fertilizing in- 


gredient.

For 
months General Sooy-Smith has watched the 
4 - gmail-like work on the building, and he has 
— reached the conclusion that the time has 
| come to learn why greater progress is not 
; being made. He declares there is no honest 
= Treason, so far as he can see, why construc- 
— tion should not go ahead. 

Puzzles the Architects. 
This same “why” is puzziing the leading 
architects of the city. Henry Ives Cobb, the 
architect of the building,.draws a salary of 
$4,500 a year and his office expenses on the 
work are paid by the government. While 
. he might be the gainer in dollars and cents 
by prolonging the construction for years, 
this gain hardly would be sufficient to war- 
rant him to foster the dawdiing’’ policy 

of the contractors under his charge. 

“It cannot be that John Peirce, the con-’ 
tractor, is causing the delay,’ said one archi- 
tect, ‘‘ for it is the universal experience of 
contractors that the longer a contract runs 

“the less money there is in it. Peirce has 
never failed to be up to time on private work 
in Chicago. Why is he not getting the stone

body who can answer these questions.’’

“It is also an echo of a fight on the part of 

the laboring people to force the government 
> to pay 50 per cent more in the cost of the 

construction of the public building at Chi- 
cago than for any other similar structure in 
the country. 

“As to the cha of defrauding the gov- 

' fernment of $70,000, that is one of the most 
» ridiculous I ever heard of. The government 
has no right to inquire whether Contractor 
Peirce pays 35 cents a square foot or 70 
cénts a foot for sutting the granite. There 
is nothing whatever in the contract for the 
Chicago Postoffice that relates to the price 
for cutting the granite. The contract, which 
was let by Secretary Gage to John Peirce, has 
been in effect for some time. 

“For $1,087,000 in a lump sum Con- 
tractor Peirce agreed to construct the build- 
ing, exclusive of the interior work—that is, 
he was to furnish the granite, steel work, 
masonry, brick work, fire-proofing, rough 
carpenter work, etc., for thelumpsum. The 
government has not the slightest idea what 
he pays for his material and has no right to

ask.. 
“As to the use of inferior granite, that part 
of the story is as silly as the other. When 
the contract was let a piece of granite was 
selected as astandard. All the granite used 
in the building was to be equal to that sam- 
' ple. A piece of that granite is preserved at 
the Treasury department here and another 
plece will be found at the quarries in Maine. 
A government inspector is on duty at the 
quarries. It is his duty to inspect every 
piece of granite intended for use in the Chi- 
cago public building. Unless his seal of ap- 
is affixed to every piece of granite it 
is rejected. None but approved granite has 
been used ih the building. 


“Little Chance of Collusion. 

“As far as personal knowledge of funds 
goes, I never have seen a cent of money ap- 
propriated for the construction of the Chi- 
cago building. In order for any one to get 
; any of the money there would have to be 
gf collusion among at least ten men, among

Two men only were allowed inside of the 
circus. Qne of these was Professor George

MUST SEND PAUP 


ONLY DEFENSE OF CITY AGAINST 
COUNTRY PRACTICES. 


SEND PAUPERS HOME 


Superintendent Bicknell of Charities 
Bureau Urges That the County Agent 
Be Given Again the Authority to 
Furnish Return Transportation to 
Indigent Persons Arriving in Chi- 
cago—Officials in Indiana Admit 
Shipping Their Poor Here. 


As a means of preventing pauper immigra- 
tion to Chicago General Superintendent Bick- 
nell of the Bureau of Associated Charities 
recommends that the County Agent be given 


ithe authority he formerly had to furnish 
| transportation for the deportation of desti- 


tute persons to the places justly lable for 
their maintenance. The revocation of this 
authority, he held, had been a considerable 
factor in producing a ‘“‘ dead sea of pauper- 
ism "’ in Chicago. 

Other counties in Illinois and towns in ad- 
joining States, he said, had used such authori- 
ty to shift upon Chicago burdens rightfully 
belonging to themselves. As the County 
Agent has not the power to furnish transpor- 
tation for paupers not residents of Chicago, 
the city is powerless to get rid of them, and 
must support him. 


Indiana Agents Admit It. 


Actual figures indicatimg the general prac- 
tice of shifting burdens upon Chicago were 
mot obtainable, he said, but enough cases 
have been found and enough admissions from 
the authorities in other States to prove that 
such methods were used. : 

‘*There are over 1,000 local agents for the 
care of the poor in Indiana,” he said, “‘ and 
they have no scruples in saying that wher- 
ever possible they purchase a railroad ticket 
for a dependent family and ship it into Chi- 
cago. It is recognized as the economical 
practice. It would be impossible to secure 
the exact figures indicating the numbers of 
the pauper immigration. Not many of them 
get into the charitable institutions, but they 
appear on the streets. 

‘* Formerly the County Agent had tHe right 
to buy transportation for persons who were 
found to have come to Chicago simply to be 
supported here. This has been taken away, 
but it should be renewed. The provision 
should be hedged with sufficient precautions 
to prevent it being abused. Complaint con- 
cerning the abuse of the transportation privi- 
lege and its use by favorites was the cause 
of the withdrawal of the right, I believe. 


City’s Only Weapon of Defense. 

“If other counties and other States find 
it profitable to send their dependents into 
Chicago the only defense the city has is to 
send them back. The railroad fare will be 
cheaper than the cost of maintenance. Such 
persons should be sent out of the city only 
after thorough investigation. 

“It is an easy matter to get poor people 
to move from one place to another. They 
have nothing to lose by the change and the 
prospects of life in a city seems more allur- 
ing than in a small town. They are told 
that opportunities of work are more fre- 
quent and it is an easy affair for the local 
agents to get rid of them by fransporting 
them to Chicago.’’ 


CROWD THREATENS A PRISONER 


James Summers, Arrested at His Home, 
| 376 Polk’ Street, Protected 
.by Police. 


Standing in a drug store doorway policemen 
from the Maxwell Street Station guarded 
James Summers from an angry crowd until 
the arrival of apatrol wagon. Summers was 
arrested on complaint of J. H. Frayer, 66 
Damon street, the father of 10-year-old Lyle 
Frayer. 

Lyle had been sent to a grocery by her 
mother in the afternoon. She did not return, 
and her brother John was sent to find her. 
The brother learned that the girl had been 
seen with Summers, and that the two had 
walked towards Summers’ house, at 876 Polk 
street.

PROF. STRATTON’S NEW POST.

Barrin Takes Gloomy View. 


Dr. Barringer, the first speaker oh the 
problem, took a gloomy view of the 
“The whele matter can be summed up in 
nutshell,” he said. “Is the negro an 
nomic necessity? If he is, he will live; # 
he {s doomed.”’ 

The physical peculiarity of the negro, dex 
clared the speaker, is such as to make him 
incapable of multiplying in New Engiané 
and the Northern Middle States. Fearing 
the Increase of slaves in the South througm 
their votes, he said, New England determine® 
to force emancipation. He then traced tie 
political histery of the country down to t@ 
war and its results, declaring that the 
riable law of nature, the survival of the 
fittest, decrees that the lower races will ite 
variably die in the presence of the higher. 
The speaker then gave what he terme 
two methods of escape from this decree of 
fate—first the amalgamation of the lowes 
races, and, seeing that this is impossibiey 
the negra must depend upon the secondg, 
which is that if the lower race is an economia 
necessity to the higher, the higher race 
maintain him and keep him. 

This, Professor Barringer declared, Was 
done in slavery, and if the negro continua®: 
to be an economic necessity to the America® 
people he will survive, but under no other ce 
ditions. It resolves itself, he said, into the 
question: “‘Is the negro an economic neces 
sity to the people of the South?” In thecots 
ton fields he is, contended the speaker, bug, 
outside of this field of labor he comes inte 
bitter competition with the whites; here he 
will fall. Political antagonism, race preju- 
dice, all combine against him. To remove 
him from this antagonism it is necessary te, 
remove him as far as possible from sight, te 
return him to the farm and to the ind 
of atnebellum days. 
Evidences of Racial Death. 
Evidences of this racial decline and racial 
death, the speaker declared, are everywhere 
present. Races, like individuals, when ip 
decline, go back on their trail. Three hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, he said, the negro 
was a savage, and evidences of this savagery 
are daily increasing. Race hatred is bemg 
produced in the North as well as in te 
South, and the whites are meeting savagery 
with savagery. The speaker pointed to the 
recent lynchings in Colorado, Kansas, Ohiy 
Indiana, and other States. 
The negro, said Dr. Barringer, should te 
restored to a primitive life while he worms 
out his own salvation under the natural laws 
of the universe. As regards education as@& 
present applied, he believed that it 
failed. The country, he said, does not appre 
ciate how the negro has retrograded, 
The education of the negro, he said, should 
be chiefly agricultural and simple | 
to keep him on the farm. Gaining in uae, 
rural districts, he has died so fast in 18 
cities that the general rate of increase in the, 
South since the war has been only about one 
half of that of the white population.

NEW LIGHT ON OLD BGYPT 


PROF. PETRIE TELLS RESULT OF 
SEARCH. 


Returns to London with Great Store of 
Historical Information Covering 
Four Hundred Years Beginning 
with Dynasty of Mar—Finds Writ- 
ings Dating Back 6,500 Years—Great 
Britain Worrying Over Army Prob- 
lems. !

LONDON, March 9.—The season's yield in 
archeological lore is briefly reported today 
by Professor Flinders Petrie, Edwards Pro- 
fessor of Egyptology of the University Col- 
lege, Zondon, who has spent the winter. in 
exploring the royal tombs of the earliest 
Egyptian dynasties and whose discoveries 
included some of fascinating interest. 

** We are now able to trace,”’ he says, “‘ the 
regular development of civilization during 
400 years, from the time when writing was 
rarely used, and then only in a rude, pic- 
torial stage, down to the common use “of 
delicately figured hieroglyphs which could 
not be distinguished from those which were 
used thousands of yearsafterward. Wehave 
now found beautifully wrought jewelry and 
gold work, minutely engraved ivories, and 
toilet objects of Menes, the founder of mon- 
archy, fashioned more than 6,500 years ago. 

“There are about thirty inscriptions in 
stone and ivory, and from these we learn the 
names of three Kings—Narmer, Ka, and a 
name written with a fish sign.

Find Arm of Zer’s Queen. 


“ The etrangest object is a massive strip 
of gold, unknown to us, with the name 
‘Menes Apa’ uponit. Of Zer, the successor 
to Menes, it'is astonishing to find the fore- 
arm of his Queen still in its wrappings, with 
four splendid bracelets intact. One is a 
series of figures of the royal hawk perched 
on the tomb. There are thirteen figures in 
chased gold, alternating with fourteen in 
carved turquoise. The second bracelet is 
composed of spiral beads of gold and lazuli, in 
three groups. 

** The third bracelet has four groups in the 

shape of an hour glass with beads of ame- 
thyst between gold with connections of gold 
and turquoise. The fourth has a center 
piece of gold copied from the rosette seed, 
with amethyst and turquoise beads and 
bands and braided gold wire. 
‘‘This brilliant and exquisitely finished 
group of jewelry shows the high level that 
had been attained at the beginning of the 
first dynasty. It is 2,000 years older than the 
jewelry of Dahshur, the oldest yet known, 
and has the greater advantage of being care- 
fully examined as it was found, and restrung 
in exactarrangement. Thearm of the Queen 
had been broken off by the first plunderers 
and laid in a hole in the wall of the tomb, 
and there remained neglected by four par- 
ties in ancient and modern timea, who suc- 
cessively cleared the tomb. 


History Inscribed on Ivory. 
*“‘There are forty inscribed pieces of ivory 
and stone and two Hons carved in ivory 
of the same kind. There was also discovered

These are Hotepohaul, Raneb, and Neteven. 

Fixes Time of Perabsen. 

“From these we see Parabsen was probably 
the fourth King of the dynasty, and, his 
successor was apparently Khase Khemali, 
whose tomb has the royal scepter, formed 
by cylinders of sard held together by a cop- 
per rod in axis, and with gold bands at in- 
tervals. There remains twenty-eight inches 
of this, but the lower end has been lost. 
There are also seven stone vases with gold 
covers, fastened with twisted gold wire, two 
gold bracelets, twenty copper dishes, dozens 
of copper models, taols, copper axés, fruit 
knives, anda perfect dish of diorite:” -

to this last recourse that few believe Secre- 
tary of War Brodrick’s plan can be executed 
otherwise. Still, the idea is so repugnant to 
all classes of Englishmen that its application 
is sure to be delayed by the fact that it will 
inevitably destroy any government which in- 
troduces it except under an emergency as 
serious as war. 

Newspapers of nearly all shades of opinion, 
backed. by such experts as Sir Charles Dilke, 
express the conviction that it will be impossi- 
ble to raise the new levies without a great in- 
crease in pay, which the government’s plan 
does not contemplate. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the independent press indulges 
in such comments as ‘** Brodrick’s declaration 
throws a shadow across the threshold of 
every home in England,’’ and “ and to take 
away the liberty of the Boers we have sacri- 
ticed our own.”’ 

Some Points Are Approved. 

Judged purely from a military and reform 
point of view it must be admitted that Mr. 
Brodrick’s promises are much more prac- 
tical and radical than were expected, espe- 
clally his declaration in favor of insisting 
on the competency and efficiency of British 
officers. 

The groanings of the-public, which will be 
intensified when the budget is announced, 
may be expected.to become distinctly omé- 
nous if the reported peace negotiations col- 
lapse. The first effect undoubtedly will be 
a revolt of the Liberal Unionists in Parlia- 
ment, where Mr. Balfour’s high-handed dic- 
tation is producing serious unrest. 

Marriage Insures Long Life. 

Many theories have been propounded re- 
garding the secret of longevity. To them the 
German, Dr. Prinzing, adds marriage as at 
any rate distinctly conductive to long life. 
Among many proofs which he marshaled 
in an article in the Algemeines Statisches 
archive and quotes the fact that the percent- 
age of deaths among priests is greater than 
among their coangelicanmn brethren. The 
deaths of Catholics who took vows of celi- 
bacy were chiefly due to diseases of the 
organs of circulation, including cerebral 
paralysis.

STRIKE IN FRANGE GROWS 


Coalheavers at Genoa Have Assured 
the Dock Strikers That They Will 
Not Load Nor Unload Vessels from 
the Disturbed Ports—Cost, Already 
Heavy, Likely to Be Increased by 
Spoiled Cargoes—Belief General the 
Governments Should Interfere.

PARIS, March ¥9.—Apart ‘from the loss of 
local trade and navigation, and the attendant 
widespread commercial damage caused by 
all the series of strikes at Marseilles, the 
trouble may become a real political danger.

neither load nor unload vessels arriving from 
‘Marseilles, and there is no doubt that the 
French and. Italian Socialists are trying to 
reach an understanding to give the strike an 
international character. At present the 
atrikers include many foreigners, and the 
strike threatens to become general, and in- 
volve all workingmen. 

If Genoa imitates Marseilles, as the Soctal- 
ists hope, all the industries of the Rhone Val- 
ley and the manufactories of northern Italy 
will be practically paralyzed, bringing about 
a situation of economic gravity, the political 
consequence of which would be difficult to 
forecast. 


Business Nearly at Standstill. 

Meanwhile industrial firms, one after the 
other, are closing their doors at Marseilles. 
All attempts to solve the difficulty have hith- 
erto failed and there is apprehension that if 
the deadlock continues 80,000 workmen of 
various categories will be thrown out of 
work. .Patrols of strikers keep a jealous 
watch on the shipping to prevent work and 
the quays are a constant scene of violence. 

Some liners, like the Peninsular and Orient- 
al steamer Himalaya, proceeded without un- 
loading their heavy cargoes. Others, like 
the Japanese Waharaman, with a 6,000-ton 
cargo, are waiting in hope that the strike 
will be settled. Occasional cargoes of fish 
and fruit are landed, but bands of strikers 
attack the carters in the streets and scatter 
the goods, and even when the police inter- 
vene the carters refuse to reload. As a mat- 
ter of fact the carters themselves, whose 
serious strike was only settled in September 
last, have made fresh demands and 200 
gendarmes guard the contractors’ work 


shops.

Philippine Commiission Appropriates 
One Million Dollars for Internal 
Improvements. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.) 
MANILA, March 9.~—The Philippine com- 
mission has appointed the present disbursing 
officer, Frank Brannigan, as insular Treas- 
urer. 
The commission has also amended the har- 
bor bill by appropriating an additional mil- 


proval of the Governor General. This amount 
is to be used for the extension of the break- 
water and the dredging of the inner harbor 
to a depth, of thirty feet,-which will admit 
of the deepest ships coming right up to the 
bulkheads. 

The appropriation also provides for the 
deepening of the Pasig River to a depth of 
eighteen feet. 

The bill of the commission also authorizes 
the chief engineer to accept additional con- 
tracts amounting to about $2,000,000 in an- 
ticipation of appropriations by the American 
Congress for various improvements. 

The commission also passed bills empower- 
ing the Military Governor to organize munici- 
palities that have not already received the 
benefits of civil government.

COUNT LEO TOLSTOI 


IS EXCOMMUNICATED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 9.—The official 
organ of the Holy Synod today publishes the 
formal excommunication of Count Tolstol, 
the Russian novelist and social reformer, 
which was announced early in the year, as 
follows: 

“Tn its solicitude for the children of the 
orthodox church to guard them from being 
led into corruption, and in order to save 
those who have gone astray the Holy Synod 
has deliberated upon the anti-Christian and 
anti-ecclesiastical teachings of Count Leo 
Tolstoi, and has deemed it expedient, in or- 
der to preserve the peace of the church, to 
issue a circular dealing with the heresies 
of Count Leo Tolstol. The circular is as 
follows: 

“** Count Leo Tolstol, to the grief and hor- 
ror of the whole orthodox world, has, by 
speech and writing, unceasingly striven to 
separate -himself from all communion with 
the orthodox church, and this not only 
clandestinely, but openly and in the knewl- 
edge of all persons. All attempts to dis- 
suade him from this conduct have proved 
without avail.

Everybody, the government followers not 
the least, is weary to the death of the war 
and is horrified at the cost of it, and would 
welcome any reasonable way of escape from 
the deadly impass created by the arrogant 
demands of the government for unconditional 
surrender. What, then, are the chances for 
peace? I still think they are slender, al- 
though probably the offers being made to 
Louis Botha and other burgher leaders are 
of a much more liberal description than the 
government has dared yet to acknowledge. 
Here, also, is a difficulty of its own creating. 
Having blustered and uttered vengeful 
phrases so long, shame overtakes it when 
encountered by the necessity of turning its 
back upon these mighty words. But this 
shamefacedness causes me to dread the re- 
sult of an exchange of ideas between 
Kitchener and Botha. Mere verbal promises 
will not induce such an enemy to lay down 
his arms, and miy fear is that the govern- 
ment will be afraid to give the necessary 
guarantee, through which alone peace can be 
attained. To go to Botha and his colleagues 
with vague assurances of a speedy restora- 
tion of local self-government, provided they 
meanwhile surrender and allow us to restore 
order, to promise them compensation even 
for the losses their own fighters have sus- 
tained, would not avail. A majority of them 
will remain unalterably fixed in their deter- 
mination to manage their own affairs or die. 


Peace Will Be Expensive. 
I hear, by the way, that the sum mentioned 
as likely to become payable for compensation 
to the burghers to reinstate them throughout 
the annexed republics is £150,000,000. That 
is the figure current in West End circles, but.

PARIS, March 9.—The Chamber of Depu-

he government has so skillfully conducted

‘lede and Marcel-Habert that nationalism is 

now practically killed. Deroulede’s grotesque 


bouffe telegrams and antics in regard to his 
impending duel with Andre Buffet, the rep- 
resentative of the Duke of Orleans, show 
that his greatest ambition is to try and keep 
himself well in view, even though the public 
hiss.

Blow Aimed at Trusts. 
The ministry has also scored a victory 
on the associations bill, and clause twelve 
was adopted by 508 votes against 41. This

{stry responsible for this, but M. Millerand 
convinced the Chamber that it was erroneous 
to make the ministry responsible for what 
he declared was the outcome of he econom- 


feal situation. 
Disastrous Strike at Marseilles. 


Meanwhile indications are that the\present 
strike of the dock laborers at Marseilles will 
be an irreparable loss to France, because com- 
merce is already being diverted from that 

eport to Genoa, Barcelona, and Triest. After 
Paris, Marseilles is the most important port 
of France, and the receipts at its custom- 
house average in ordinary times $20,000 a 
day, but for the last few days these receipts 
have fallen to only $250, and will soon, if the 
strike continue, be only $100 a day. 

Statistics show that between Feb. 28 and 
March 7 of last year 2,500,000 kilograms of 
grain were broughtinto Marseilles. Since the 
present strike the imports of grain are at 
zero. There is another zero for fruit, of 
which the amount last year was 1,133,975 
kilos. Rice is also marked zero, instead of 
1,686,585 kilos. The silk stock stood last year 
at 500,000 kilos, but since the strike no entry 
has been made in the custom-house accounts, 
while almonds and nuts, which last year were 
set down at 382,517 kilos, are now represented 
by sero.

New York, March 9.—[Special.]—During 
the greater part of the week the stock mar- 
xet was dominated by the room specialists, 
and in its irrelevant price changes there is 
geen the reflection of cross purposes and 
petty conflict among the various professional 
ora one week ago today the steel combine 
formally introduced to the street, and, 
~ paving done this, the banking interests in- 
yolved in the Morgan syndicate stepped 
aside, yielding the market to the room trgd- 
ft would be tnteresting to know what 
these banking interests proposed to do if 
the professional element should go violently 
pearish, but the professional element did no 
such thing, and at no time during the week 
of its sweet independence was the market 
in any danger of suffering a violent col- 
japse. There was no uniform tendency of 
prices, but each specific movement left the 
stock concerned on a higher selling level. 
Bach market during the week was a study 
in professional tactics. 

The steel circular issued on Saturday by J. 
P. Morgan & Co. had no other effect in Mon- 
day’s market than to strengthen the steel 
group by showing better dividend provisions 
than had been expected, and to cause a more 
careful readjustment of values in the issues 
of the companies entering the combination. 
But speculative interest in steel and iron 
shares suffered a sharp collapse. The stocks 
involved in the combination moved within 
narrow limits, and only three showed net 
changes for the week of 1 point or more, In 
contrast with this apathy was the revival of 
interest in outside steel companies. Repub- 
lic Steel and Iron preferred, Colorado Fuel 
and Iron and T. C. I. each gained 2% points 
for the week, and closed at the best. 


‘Traders Turn to Railroads. 

A healthy indication was the ease with 
which interest was diverted from the steel 
and iron shares to the railroads, and there 
was a general disposition to push the better 


-» pailroad securities to the forefront. Bur- 


on became the pivotal speculative issue. 
It has displaced St. Paul in the rumors of a 
great Northwestern deal, and on reports of 
negotiations between Burlington, Northern 
Pacific, and Union Pacific, the former ad- 
vanced from around 144 and crossed 150, 
closing the week at a net gain of 4% points. 
It is probable that Burlington will figure 
prominently in some sort of a deal in the 
Northwest. New York interests have bought 
into the property and the retirement of Presi- 
dent Perkins, although represented to be de- 
void of significance, is generally regarded to 
be the first step toward committing Burling- 


ton to the community of ownership principle. 


The spectacular features of the week were 
Sugar. and Amalgamated Copper. Antici- 
pating: favorable legislation from the Mon- 
tana Legislature, the bull clique took Amal- 
gamated Copper in hand and put it to 103%. 
Then, when the Governor of Montana vetoed 
the change of venue bill, the stock broke to 
below to par, but rallied and closed at 1004, 
or at a net gain of 4% points. 


Lawson and Young Gates Clash. 

Sugar was inevitably associated with amal- 
gamated copper by reasen of the fact that 
Mr. Lawson of Boston, in addition to being 
long of copper, is heavily short of sugar. The 
New York crowd tried to get him in a corner 
by running sugar up to 143%, but unfavorable 
developments in the sugar trade, including a 
cut of 25 points In the price of refined, caused 
the stock to break to 1389. When Lawson is- 
sued his defy to the New York crowd on Fri- 
day, offering to pay % of 1 per cent for the 
right of exchange within sixty days of 100,000 
amalgamated copper for 100,000 sugar, young 
Charlie Gates, son of John W..Gates, essayed 
his first manipulative campaign, and bid 
sugar up to the highest price of the week. He 
was defeated, however, at least temporarily. 
His loss to date is considerable. 

The bear card was the fear of dear money, 
Dut call rates showed only a moderate ad- 
vance, and banking experts insist that a 
stringency is not to be expected. 

Anticipating a poor weekly bank statement 
prices declined this morning, but, although 
the financial Showing was fully as bad as 
expected, the market closed higher and firm.

| Pugilism is shelved for the present and 
‘the future prospects of pulling off a heavy- 
weight championship battle are just about as 
iposy as they were in 1895 when Corbett and 
Figsimmons were driven out of Texas and 
‘Arkansas and later compelled to call their 
igghtoff. And/in 1896 when Fitzsimmons and 
‘Maher were forced to invade Mexico to set- 
i te their fistic argument, and also in 1897 
‘when every State in the union, with the 
jqsception of Nevada, had shutters up 
against the top notch heavies. 

Nevada, thanks to the sick wire pulling 
of Dan A. Stuart, ‘gave Corbett and Fits 
the desired opportunity to pommel each 
gher, but for three years previous to that 
was as difficult to bring off a heavyweight 
@ampionship fight as it is at present. 

In January, 1894, Corbett and Mitchell 
contested for the title at Jacksonville, Fia., 
eng in the three years that followed only 
two heavyweight championship battles 
were fought, that between Fitz and Maher 
‘gn4 the one between Fitz and Corbett. The 
Horton law, which was passed in 1898, 
boomed pugilism as it was never boomed 
before. During the two years thatdaw ex- 
more Hve-ounce gloves connected with 
the anatomies of good, bad, and indifferent

I wonder whatever became of “ Big Bill” 
Keogh, the Montana heavyweight? Bill was 
a slashing good fighter/in his own bailiwick, 
and his admirers, and ‘they were numerous 
at that, led him and themselves to believe he 
was the greatest fighter than ever stepped 
into a ring. His batiles with supposedly 
tough men in the far West netted him a rep- 
utation equally as good as any of our well- 
known top notch heavyweights. 

I do not know whether Bill had an exalted 
opinion of his fistic ahilities or not; if he had 
it was carefully secreted about his person. 
But let that be as it may. Bill may have 
been, and, for aught I know, is still, a crack- 
erjack fighter in the wild and woolly West. 
I saw him perform, or attempt to perform, in 
cultured Chicago about three years ago and 
must eay, if he ever knew anything about the 
fighting game, he left it in his overcoat pocket 
in his dressing-room, for he certainly did not 
bring it into the ring with him. 

He brought in the earmarks and the swag- 
ger and bluster of a fighter, but that only 
nétted him the short end of the purse and a 
good punching. Bill's first and last bow toa 
Chicago fight crowd was at the America Ath- 
letic club, and, as referred to, about three 
years ago. Frank Childs, the colored heavy- 
weight, was selectéd to meet Keogh, and, as 
the latter was pounds heavier and inches 
tallér than Frank, the crowd anticipated 
some warm doings, with Childs acting the 
role of the under dog. : 


the usual preliminaries Childs 
sneaked—be always sneaks—into the ring and 
took his ner. Keogh followed a few mo- 
ments later with an army of seconds. He 
sized up Childs, who sat crouched on his 
chair, then cast a sort of ‘ I-am-going-to- 
show-you-boys-something-tonight’’ glance 
over the crowd, turned to his corner, looked 
over the paraphernalia, and, loud enough to

be heard throughout the house, shouted:.

The crowd by this time had become impa- 
tient, and shouted: ‘ Give him ice and give 


us a fight.’’ 


The management, waiters, seconds, club 
membérs, and the attachés hustled around 
the building for ice while Bill, with his arms 
folded across his massive chest, strutted 
around the ring like a gamecock. After a 
delay of fully fifteen minutes one of the 
waiters brought in a chunk of ice on a tray 
and toseed it into the bucket that stood in 
Keogh’s corner. 

The crowd cheered and settled itself do 
in anticipation of witnessing a good fight. 
Keogh donned his gloves, shook hands with 
Childs, placed himself in fighting attitude, 
accepted a smash on the ear and went down 
for the count while the crowd yelled “‘Ice! " 

When he regained his feet he sparred fer 
an opening, but Frank saw it first and 
cracked him on the jaw with his right. It 
was a terrific smash, and it mixed BIN up 
with the ropes. Before he could disentan- 
gle himself he received a solar plexus punch 
which doubled him up. A left on the neck 
and a swinging right on the jaw sent him 
to the floor of the ring, dead for the time 
being. I counted ten, the crowd yelled “‘ Ice! 
Ice!’ and the ice that Bill longed for before- 
the fight was used to bring him back to life 


again. 
Poor Bill. .I have not heard of him since, 
and have often wondered what became of 


him. 


When Champion Jim Jeffries arrives in 
Chicago next Sunday with his theatrical 
company he will be managerially foot-loose 
if the latest reports from the East can be 
relied upon. Bill Brady, the hustling 
theatrical and pugilistic manager, who has 
been guiding Jeffries’ footsteps to success 
for several years, has declared himself out 
of the fighting game. So “ Jeff,’’ in the 
future, will be compelled to paddle his own 
pugilistic canoe. Brady, it appears, got his 
fill of the fighting game at Cincinnati last 
month. He worked like a Trojan, and 
went to considerable expense to pull off the 
Jeffries-Ruhlin contest, and was terribly 
put out when he failed. After the court de- 
cided against prize fighting, declaring the 
sport to be a nuisance, Brady sai@ he would 
wash his hands of the game, and that his 
theatrical enterprises were such he had no 
time to keep tangled up with the fighters. 
This, however, was taken by fistic followers 
with a grain of salt, but in an interview in 
New York City he is reported saying that 
any one wishing to find outanything about 
Jeffries or his plans for the future will have 
to consult ‘“ Jeff.”” The Jeffries-Ruhlin 
match has not been publicly declared off as 
yet, and as Brady’s signature is attached to 
the articles a new set of articles will have 
to be drawn up if Jeff and Gus fight—pro- 
vided, of course, Brady has stepped down 
and out. :

Carroll has 
been negotiating with Johnny Ritchie to 
fight Mowatt, and, judging by the sudden 
and unexpected call, the match has been 
arranged. Mowatt will leave for Memphis 
this evening. | 


COOK DENIES BRADY’S RETIREMENT 


Does Not Believe Jeffries’ Manager Has 
Dropped the Champion. 


BE. G. Cook, who represents W. A. Brady’s inter- 
est in the show with which Champion James J. 
Jeffries travels and had a prominent part in the 
preparations for the fight advertised to take place 
recently at Cincinnati, last night said he did not 
credit the story telegraphed from New York that 
Brady and Jeffries were to sever relations. 

‘* Of course I know nothing actually about it,’’ 
said Mr. Cook. ‘‘ Butif Mr. Brady had decided 
on anything of the kind I naturally think he would 
have let me know. J own a 20 per cent interest 
in Mr. Brady’s theatrical venture and am in con- 
stant communication with him. Mr. Brady just 
at the present time thinks it is a bad idea to talk 
about pugilism, and that is probably how the report 
originated that he was to drop the management of 


Jeffries. 

‘* Mr. Brady Is still interested in the welfare of 
boxing and the test case now pending in Ohio is 
being carried to a higher court largely by him.

HOT SHOT FROM LAWSON 


BOSTON YACHTSMAN MAKES A 
PLAIN STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


Intentions Regarding Future of His 
New Boat, Independence—Will Ask 
te Be Allowed to Compete in Trial 
Races for Cup Defender in Sports- 
manlike Way, and if Refused Will 
Accept Decision Cheerfully—Makes 
Many Sly Digs at New York Club. 


Boston, Mass., March 9.—[{Special.]—Thom- 
as W. Lawson tonight gave out a signed 
statement in the matter of the eligibility of 
Independence in the trial races of the New 
York Yacht club. In part it is as follows: 

**It was my desire and intention not to risk 
being drawn into any controversy in con- 
nection with the building or sailing of Inde- 
pendence, but, owing to an unfortunate cir- 
cumstance, I am compelled to take a chance 
now by stating what, to my way of thinking, 
should not have been stated until later— 
namely: my intentions in regard to the sail- 
ing of our new boat. 

“There seems to be on the part of some 
people—I do not know who they are, nor do 
i care—an intense fear that I may be to a 
large expense for nothing. I would call the 
attention of these unduly agitated spirits to 
that ripe old English proverb: ‘ Never lose 
sleep about the pepper in your neighbor's 
snuff box; it is he who does the sneezing.’ 

“T do not happen to be a member of the 
New York Yacht club—not, as has been eo 
often fillppantly stated, because I could not 
be or because I have had any controversy 
with that club. I have had no controversy, 
and even I could not tell whether I could 
become a member until I had tried. 


Americans Not All Yachtsmen. 


“IT am not a member for the same reason 
that I am not a member of Canadian Tobog- 
ganeers, the Psychological Researchers, or 
the United States Senate, or the million and 
one useful, recreative clubs, a membership in 
which would be both pleasing and instructive. 
And, strange as it may seem to some, I find 
there are a number of Americans, some of 
more or less respectability and influence, who 
are not members of any yacht club. 

“TI know the New York Yacht club as one 
of the foremost representatives of clean sport 
in the world. I know many of its members 
as good fellows and sportsmen. Many of 
them know me. Those whom I know have 
my respect. I believe I have theirs—at least 
Iam entitled to it, measured by any standard 
which man has a right to measure his fellow- 
men by. 

‘‘ When I started to build Independence I 
knew I was not a member of the New York 
I knew I did not intend to be- 
come a member, and I also had a fairly in- 
telligent idea of the rules, regulations, and 
customs governing yacht racing as it has 
been andis conducted by gentlemen through- 
out the world, and with this knowledge I 
built the Boston boat, because I knew there 
was no rule, regulation, custom, or law 
which prevented an American from building 
a boat for himself, and, after it was built, 
sailing it upon the high seas in any lawful 
way his wishes dictated. 


Plans for the Future. 


‘*So much for the past and present. In 
regard to the future, when my boat is finished 
I will cause to be announced in as pleasing 
language as I am capable of using that I am 
ready to) race under any fair conditions 
against any boat in American waters; that I 
prefer to race against Columbia and the new 
boat which Mr. Herreshoff is building. If 
one or both of these boats will meet Inde- 
pemdience I will be pleased. I will not quib- 
ble as to time, place, or conditions; in fact, 
will agree to any conditions the New York 
Yacht club or any club or associfition com- 
posed of American sportsmen decides to be 
fair. 

‘“‘Tf Independence should lose I will con- 
gratulate the owners of the boat beating it. 
If it wins I will be happy, and will ask that 
Independence be allowed to defend America’s 
Cup, and if it is decided by those who have 
the right to decide that there is some reason 
which makes it impossible for Independence 
to defend the cup I will cheerfully withdraw 
such request. 

“TI know of no reason why the owners of 
Columbia or the new Herreshoff boat should 
race Independence if they do not care toany 
more than Independence should race their 
boats if I did not wish it, and I might say 
here that I regret the talk which has been 
made about Independence coming to the 
starting line of the trial races or to the line 
in any yachting event which is the affair of 
the New York Yacht club or any other club 
without being invited as being too silly to re- 
ceive consideration from any one. 

‘*In regard to the statements that, under 
certain conditions, I would resort to the sub- 
terfuge of allowing some one else, who had 
no ownership in my boat, to be proclaimed 
its owner for the sake of being allowed to 
race, I can only say I regret there is any 
one connected with yachting so unmanly 
as to think this possible. No one has ever 
suggested such a thing to me, and perhaps it 
is well no one has made that mistake. 

‘Of course, I want to have Independence 
race. If it does not I suppose the tides will 
come in and go out and all good Boston sail- 
ors will go down to the sea In ships the same 
as heretofore, but rather than resort to the 
method suggested to obtain a race I would, 
without regret, sink Independence on its 


launching day, turning its sternboard into a. 


permanent beacon for the guidance for the 


future New England sailormen. -

Speedy natators monopolized the attention 
of the large crowds at the Coliseum yester- 
day, the various races exciting great interest.

Dame, ind., March 9.—[ Special. 
The triangular meet of the Universities 
of Notre Dame, Chicago, and Illinois in the 
Notre Dame gymnasium here today broke 
up in a row, and Referee P. J. O’ Dea gave the 
meet to Notre Dame. 

‘The trouble arose tn the relay race, which 
was the last and deciding event of the pro- 
gram. When the race was called Notre 
Dame had 88 points, Chicago 36, and Illinois 
25. A victory for Chicago in the relay meant 
that the meet would be a tie, while if Notre 
Dame was first its team would get the banner 
and the cup. The excitement was intense. 

After two rounds, in which Lord and Wel- 
lington of Chicago were slightly worsted by 
Murphy and Herbert of Notre Dame, Gearin 
took the lead in the third relay, with Fred 
Moloney five yards in the rear. At the turn 
of the last lap Moloney caught up with his 
rival, passed him, and came to the finish five 
yards in the lead. His brother, W. A. Mo- 
loney, taking up the last relay, beat Corcoran 
by nearly twenty yards, running his quarter 
in :52%. A more decisive victory could hardly 
be imagined. 

Then the trouble came. A small boy in the 
crowd thought he saw Fred Moloney cross 
the track in front of Gearin, checking the 
latter. The small boy confided his suspicions 
to a man named Webster, who wore an in- 
spector’s badge, but was not recognized on 
the official program. The man named Web- 
ster immediately registered a protest with 
Referee O’Dea, who threw out the Chicago 
team on account of the alleged foul, and the 

ints, cup, banner, and meet went to Notre 

ame. It was said that in addition to the 
protest of Webster F. J. Powers also claimed 

a foul. 

When the referee's decision was announced 
there was a considerable display of bad feel- 
ing on both sides. Mr. O’Dea was officiating 
in placé.of Dr.. Hermann of the First mee 
ment, who was unable to be present ‘It t= 
said his Gedisigii will come before the athletio 
board of Golitrol at Notre Dame before the 
matter is finally determined. 


Stagg Is Non-Committal, 


Members of the Chicago team felt that the 
ruling was most unjust and unsportsmanlike, 
and it is doubtful if the Chicago team will 
ever accept another invitation to'enter any 
athletic contest at Notre Dame. Coach 
Stagg, however, would not commit himself 
on this point, but merely said the occurrence

Other university men, including some of the 
members of the Champaign team, were leas 
conservative, and freely expressed the opin- 
ion that Notre Dame had forfeited all claims 
to consideration for admittance into the In- 
tercollegiate Conference Athletic associa- 
tion, 

It was charged by some of the spectators 
that the judges were swayed by their sym- 
pathies for Notre Dame. A flagrant instance 
of this, noticed by many people, was the ac- 
tion of Matt Donohue, a judge at the finish 
in the broad jump, who gave the signal for 
loud jeering every time a Chicago contestant 
jumped and motioned for silence when the 
Illinois representative's turn came. 

The meet was full of exciting and spec- 
tacular features, and the result was in doubt 
until the last race,therelay. The final lap of 
the relay, between Corcoran and Moloney, 
put the crowd in a frenzy of excitement, 

The most sensational feature of the day 
was the record smashing in the 220-yard 
dash. Beginning with the trial heats, the 
world’s indoor record, formerly held by Fox 
at 24 seconds, was hewn down a fifth of a 
second at a time by Corcoran and Staples 
and Bell, and in the finals Corcoran slashed 
it down to :23%. The timers—Dr. J. K. Shell, 
Professor J. J. Green, Jackson Lindsay, and 
P. J. O’Dea—were unanimous in attesting 
the records, while the accuracy of the track 
measurement was.certified to by Professor 
Austin O’ Malley. 

The new gymnasium, dedicated only a few 
weeks ago, was gayly decorated with the 
colors of the three competing colleges. A 
crowd of 800 people filled the gallery and 
bleachers and rooted vociferously. 


As between the two visiting schools Illinols . 
When Notre 


was the pronounced ‘favorite. 
Dame had no contestant the crowd yelled 
uniformly for Illinois and did everything pos- 
sible to embarrass the maroon athletes. 

The track, exactly twelve laps to the mile, 
was in perfect condition and is without doubt 
the finest indoor track in the West. The 
banks of earth at turns facilitated fast run- 
ning, with the result that the world’s recor, 
was broken in the 220-yard dash and equa! 
in the half-mile run, forty-yard dash, and 
forty-yard hurdles. The broad jump record 
was also broken. 


Break Two World's Indoor Records, 
The forty-yard dash was a sweeping victory 


for the Lilinois runners, who took first in 


every preliminary heat. Notre ‘Dame was 
untformly successful in capturing second 
places, while Chicago was shut out of the 
finals altogether. In the heat for seconds 
Corcoran and Herbert trotted leisurely up 
to the string, which almost refused to break 
under their mild effort. 

In the finals Bell, Miles, and English of 
Illinois and Corcoran of Notre Dame lined 
up at the mark. The race was a runaway 
for the Champaign man, Bell, English and 
Miles being the order at the finish. The time 
was :04%, equaling the world's record estab- 
lished by Wefers of Georgetown. 

Bell took the first trial heat tn the dash 
with ease from Herbert of Notre Dame and 
Pettit of Chicago. Miles was an equally sure 
winner in the second trial. In the third Mo- 
loney, Corcoran, and English prepared for a 
flerce struggle. Moloney was twice set back 
for overstepping the mark. This removed 
the last vestige of chance Chicago might 
have had in the event. English won out by 
half a yard over Corcoran in world’s record 
time, :04%. 

The mile run was a close competition be- 
tween Gale of Illinois and Uffendell of Notre 
Dame. Notre Dame’s chance of victory in 
the meet depended largely upon the result of 
this run, and Uffendell set up a hot pace 
which soon killed off his team mate, Hayes, 
At the eighth lap Gale forged to the front and 
persistently kept the lead, two yards ahead, 
until the finish. Both men were pretty badly 
run out, although the time, 4:45%, was any- 
thing but remarkable. Hulbert was third, 
many yarde in the rear. , 

W. A. Moloney won the quarter mile in 4 
lope, looking back over his shoulder at his 
competitors, fully six yards in the rear, 
Moloney and Cayou started off abreast to 
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= 
lead the running, but at the second turn 
Murphy of Notre Dame spurted around the 
outside and gained a lead of several yards. 
This order held until the long stretch of the 
last lap, when Moloney bade farewell to the 
bunch and shot ahead till he made a gap of 
ten yards in the ranks. On the home stretch 
he eased his pace and made a leisurely finish. 


.Coreoran, who beat Moloney on the same 


track last. year, was second, and his team 
mate, Murphy, third. 

The high jump went to Glynn of Notre 
Dame at the school boy height of 5 feet 7 
inches. Ferris of Chicago was second and 
Sullivan of Notre Lame third. 

In the two-mile run Henry of Chicago 
showed his wonderful endurance and sprint- 
ing ability. There were five starters, but 
Gale of Illinois dropped out after ten laps 
and Hayes of Notre Dame a little later, 
Lioyd of Illinois set a slow pace, and Henry 
stuck fast at his elbow until the final round, 
when the maroon youngster shook the kinks 
out of his long legs and sprinted around the 
path a winner by thirty yards. He almost 
lapped Hulbert, who was third. The time 
was slow, 11:10. 

In the shotput Eggeman proved the folly 
of superstitions. Although he wore the un- 
lucky number 13, he won the event without 
difficulty at 38 feet 9 inches. The versatile 
Glynn of Notre Dame was second ard Pettit 
of Chicago third. 

Chicago scored eight points in the hurdles, 
and incidentally Moloney tied his own 
world’s record of :06%. Only two trial heats 
Were necessary. Moloney and Ferris took 
one in one-two order, but Manning lost to 
Herbert. As firsts and seconds both quali- 
fied for the finals, however, three maroon 
hurdlers took their marks, with Herbert of 
Notre Dame for company. Moloney won by 
@ margin, but Manning and Herbert fought 
desperately in a spectacular finish. Man- 
ning won out by diving at the string. 

Lord of Chicago took the half-mile in the 
world’s record time of 2:04%. He allowed 
Uffendell of Notre Dame to set the pace until 
the fifth lap, when he took the lead and drew 
away from his rival. Moloney also 
Uffendell and won am easy second. 


Brilliant Runs in the 220 Yards. 


The trial heats in the 220-yard dash werea 
Gazzling series of record-emashing events, if 
the timers’ watches and the track measure- 
ment can be relied on. First of all, Corcoran 
clipped a fifth of a second from Fox's indoor 
world’s record. In the next heat Milee of 
Hlinois performed the same startling feat. 
Before the crowd had recovered from the 
hysterics occasioned by these performances 
Staples of Notre Dame, a hitherto unknown 
freshman, lowered the record another fifth. 
Then the roof of the gy7nnasium had to be 
fastened down until the rootere recovered 
from their bolseterous joy. 

But this was only a foretaste of what wae 
to follow. Inthe final heat Corcoran took the 
lead and swept around the turns like a whiri- 
wind. He landed three yarda in advance of 
Staples. The announcement of the time, 
128 1-5, nearly a second below the world’sin- 
door record, staggered the crowd for a mo- 
ment, but only for a moment, then pande- 
monium broke looge, 

It is doubtful if a race ever occurred before 
in which the world’s record wae broken three 
times in the trial heats, and lowered atill 
further in the final. In view of the fact that 
Corcoran has been in poor shape for a week, 
and Btaplee is an obscure freshman, the 

record-emashing may well be regarded with 
wuspicion. 


The relay race was the last and the deciding 
event. First place meant victory for Notre 
Dame, and half of the victory for Chicago. 
As @ consequence, both teame put in their 
best men, and excitement rose to fever heat. 
Lord was beaten by two yards by Murphy, 
end Wellington could not regain the distance 
from Herbert, although he held his own. 

In the third round, however, Fred orgatyx a 

Gearin by several yards, and his wo 
Was completed by his brother, W. A. Mo- 
loney, who led Corcoran into camp with a 
wide margin between them. Illinois did not 
figure in the contest. 

Thompson of Illincis won the broad jump, 
but he had to break the world’s record to do 
it, as Hopkins of Chicago, who was second, 
had raised the record one inch. Thompson's 
‘best jump was 21 feet 10 inches, three inchee 
above the former record.

PROBLEM OF FORFEITURES AMONG 
._THE BOWLING CLUBS. 1 


Illinois Association Adopts a Compro- 
mise Which Does No Harm and 
Leaves the Question for Different 

ganisations to Struggle With In- 
dividually—Only Substantial Mem- 
bers to Be Admitted Hereafter—Com- 
ing State Championships. 


The annual meeting of the Illinois Bow)l- 
ing association has been held and the bowl- 
ing situation remains practically unchanged. 

For several weeks the local ten pin 
knighte who are interested in the various 
tournaments have been discussing the best 
means to adopt to sustain the interest in 
them, and more especially to prevent the 
forfeitures, which of late in some of the 
leagues have been frequent. The most rad- 
ical measure suggested was the limiting of a 
bowler to two leagues, and this was the main 
point at issue at the meeting. After a 
lengthy discussion it fell by the wayside 
and in ite place a compromise measure was 
adopted. 

This makes it incumbent upon each player 
to declare at the beginning of the season 
the two leagues for which he proposes to 
qualify to play in the annual State cham- 
pionships. He can play in other leagues, 
but i not eligible to represent them. This 
rule will perhaps make some of the men 
who are accustomed to play in four and 
five leagues do a little thinking, and some 
no doubt will elect to be big fish in little 
puddles rather than be small fish in large 
puddies. Whatever may be the outcome, it 
is certain that from the first eight or ten 
men in each league there can be chosen a 
team of five which will about represent the 
full strength of that league. The new rule 
can do little harm, whereas the proposal 
to Mmit a player to two leagues might have 
caused all kinde of trouble. 

President Newton struck the right note 
when he said it was a dangerous matter 
for the Illinois Bowling association to begin 
to tamper with the individual Mberties of 
players, and that action of that kind should 
rest with the clubs themselves. 


Admit Only Strong Leagues. 

In this he was undoubtedly right, as no 
amount of legislation by the Illinois Bowling 
association would prevent weak teams from 
forfeiting their engagements. If the major 
leagues at the beginning of the season will 
gee that the clubs joining them are strong 
enough to carry out their schedules there will 
be few forfeitures. With the mushroom 
leagues it will be different, but whether the 
clubs in them finish their schedules or not

‘BRUSH-ROGERS FEUD OVERSHAD- 
oWs WAR WITH AMERICAN. 


Nationsl’s. Baseball Magnates Have 

' Plenty of Troubles of Their Own to 
Settle-Tweo of Their Number Ap- 
pear Indifferent Concerning Its Suc- 
cess—Charge of “Trust” Baseball 
Hardly Applicable te Johnson’s Qr- 
ganization—Other Gossip. 


The war between the National and Amer- 
4jean leagues which has been holding the 
center of the baseball stage all winter seems 
Ukely to be overshadowed presently, if not 
sooner, by the war of extermination which 
the old league magnates have commenced 

st each other. 

It begins to look as if some of them were 
fot content with the American league’s 
plans for the campaign, but aimed to aid 
and abet the Johnson forces in the struggle. 

At any rate, the magnificent confidence in 
themselves which they express, and the bold 
front maintained by the National leaguers 
in the face of everything, should command 
the admiration of friends and enemies alike. 
Tf it is a bluff on their part, it outbluffs 
anything the past masters of bluffing ever 
did before in that line. And it does not seem 
possible that it can be anything other than 
a bluff. The older magnates cannot in their 
own minds feel the confidence in their 

_ gbility to crush the American league which 
they express with such unanimity—the only 
matter, in fact, in which they seem able to 
yote unanimously. 

Certain it is that the American 
would not be accorded one chance in a thou- 
gand of surviving the season if the same 
staté of affairs existed within its ranks as 
has developed in the National league with- 
in the last fortnight. 
man who spurned his associates and with- 
drew his counsel and advice because they 
would not pass a rule giving the home man- 
agement the right to override the umpire and 
eject objectionable players from the grounds 
during a game. With this weapon Freed- 
man would have been dble to win all the 
games at the polo grounds by simply weak- 
ening the visiting team so far as he pleased. 
But the National leaguers have been accus- 
tomed to doing without Freedman’s as- 
sistance. For several years he not only re- 
fused to attend meetings but did all he could 
to injure the game in New York, with a view 
to getting revenge on the pocketbooks of his 

ers in baseball. 

Now it is John T. Brush and Colonel John I. 
Rogers who have broken out, and if the first 
fusillades they fired at each other are any 
evidence of the bitterness of their feelings 
their duel is to be to the death. Brush ac- 
cused Rogers of killing the American asso- 
ciation, the product of Brush’s brain, and 
made it worse by alleging that Rogers was 
the real progenitor of the association, and 
that he (Brush) was simply carrying out 
‘Rogers’ ideas in the matter. The Colonel 
came back instanter with the statement that 
the Cincinnati-Indianapolis man was several 
things not generally considered fit for pub- 
lication, and the only possible outcome seems 
to be “pistols and coffee for two,” and a 
place where a bout to a finish can be pulled 
off without gloves at ten paces. 


_If the National league men had set out 
to help the American league along on the 
quickest road to victory, they could not 
have chosen a better way than by the fra- 
ternal wrangling and the effect it will have 
on the public. It is this washing of dirty 
linen in public which has hurt the game so 
much in the last ten years. It has produced 
the belief that the magnates have lost the 
instincts of sportsmanship in their constant 
efforts to get the better of each other. 

Here are two and perhaps more men in 
the ranks of the old league magnates who 
seém to want the American league to win. 
Freedman would be giad to see his associates 
g0 Under to pay them for not bowing to his 
authority, knowing, as he does, that New 
York is the most valuable baseball property 


dm the country,. and that he could probably 
© dispose of it to the enemy ata price which | 


would recoup his own warexpenses. Rogers, 
mo doubt, is aware that the rest of the Na- 
tional league has been sharpening knives 
against him for some time with the expecta- 
tion of getting a chance to use them when the 
ten-year agreement expires next fall. He 
has already had visions of himself squeezed 
against the brick walis of that splendid and 
costly grand stand of his until he cries out 
for mercy and agrees to part with it at a 
sacrifice to save his financial neck. He 
would not be averse to seeing his future tor- 
mentors licked out of their boots by the 
American league before they get a chance at 
his strong box. In other words, he would 
father trust himself in the hands of his ene- 
mies, the American league, thanin the hands 
of his friends, the National, believing that 
he would get a more honest’deal from the 
former than from the latter. 
cry of “syndicate baseball’’ and 
monopolistic trust’’ has been raised by 
the National against the American league 
S85 &@ means of turning the fire of its ad- 
Versaries to the defensive instead of the 
offensive. It is claimed that Vice President 
Somers of Cleveland owns practfcally three 
clubs in the American league—Cleveland, 
‘Philadelphia, and Boston—and that if this 
‘State of affairs existed in the National league 
there would be a clamor against it from one 
end of the country to the other. It is also 
asserted that McGraw has capital invested in 
the Washington as well’ as the Baltimore 
club. Leaving out of the discussion the 
fact that the American league says this is 
Sbsolutely untrue, except in the: case of 
Cleveland and Boston, these terms of “ syn- 
dicate,” “ monopoly,”” and “ trust’ are alto- 
Sether different as applied to the American 
end the National league. The younger body 
Claims it is not attempting to build up for 
itself a monopoly of the game of baseball, nor. 
to acquire the power absolutely to control 
the sport. On the contrary, the expansion- 
ists say it would be an injury to the game 
and @ subversion of their purpose if the 
National league should go under. They be- 
lieve the life of the game depends on honest, 
Open competition and rivalry, and are fight- 
ing to bring about the operation of two 
major leagues along equal Mnes and under 
mutual government, yet independent of each 
other, The American league cannot be a 
monopoly" or a “ trust ’’ until it controls 
the baseball business of the country, as has 
the National league for a decade. The only 
Syndicate feature in the young league is the 
Ownership of the Cleveland and Boston 
libs, which, as the National leaguers doubt- 
less Know, is through force of circumstances 
than choice.

ning fight against the American league. 


Freedman is the self-appointed leader of the 


National league, and his subjects are look- 
ing to him for advice, It is up to Freedman 
to say what shall be done, but as yet he has 
had nothing to say. — | 
Possibly the fact that this baseball war 
means a loss of money has temporarily 
thrown the great man into a spell of reverie. 
Then again, he may be worried over the re- 
puted loss of several of his star tail enders, 
for it was only the other day that Freedman, 
through his mouthpieces, George Davis and 
Freddy Knowles, anhounced that the Giants 
this year would win the pennant. 

Think of Freedman telling the magnates 
that he would not take any further interest 
in the game until they had established clean 
ball! He wanted to have an amendment 
passed to the effect that whenever the um- 
pire didn’t do his duty on the field the offi- 
clals of the home club could exercise their 
own authority instead.

One of the principal objections to replay- 
ing drawn games in chess tournaments is 
the delay occasioned thereby and the fact 
that the players who are unfortunate enough 
to draw many times are compelled to play 
on days when others can take a rest and 
prepare themselves for the following day’s 
hard task. This in itself is a great advan- 
tage for the resting player. From the table 
below it will be seen that Alapin, with eight 
draws, suffered most, Marshall next, and 
Gunsberg and Marco following. Under any 
system of scoring Janowski would have been 
first, but had not Schlechter been helped 
¥% by replaying the draws, he would, instead 
of securing second place outright, have had 
to divide prizes 2, 3, and 4 with Von Scheve 
and Tschigorin. Alapin, who also helped 
himself to an additional % point, did not 
improve his place thereby, but Blackburne 
would have been tied with Mieses for sixth 
prize if drawn games had been counted 
% in the first place. There is no remedy 
against draws unless the game of chess is 
changed. It has been proposed to abolish 
stale mate and let its effect be the same 
as checkmate. There is some reason for 
this, because it does not seem just right 
that a player who has a pawn or piece and 
pawn, even two knights, with his king 
against a lone king, should not receive re- 
ward for his better playing. While such a 
shange may be all right in practical play, 
it would almost destroy the art of problem 
composing.

CARVER HOLDS COLLEGE STRENGTH RECORD,| 


College men are mondering over the audacity shown by Cambridge (Mass.) corre- 
spondents last week, who sent out the report that C. G. Herbert, a Harvard man, had 
just broken the “ college strength record’ with a score of 1,869 points. These records 
have not yet become fixed in the minds of those interested in athletics, and consequent- 
ly the Cambridge report was accepted and generally credited. But Yale men at once 
remembered that in June last Charles A. Carver, a Yale student, in a regular strength 


trial, according to the same rules govern- 
ing Herbert’s test, had scored 2,371.2 points, 
Carver had previously scored 2,072 points, 
both of which excel the record now claimed 
for the Harvard man. At the time Carver 
accomplished his feat it was extensively 
published, and no one questioned its gen- 
uineness. Now the Cambridge correspond- 
ents say it “is reported that a Yale student 
last year excelled this record, but the test 
is not accepted as a college record.”’ If this 
is true, it is apparently because Harvard 
claims the right to judge of these events. 
Dr. Sargeant of Harvard was the man to 
originate the strength test, and probably on 
this account Harvard refuses to accept a 
test made elsewhere, even though it is made 
under the same rules. Carver's test was 
made under the supervision of Dr. Seaver 
of Yale. It was as follows: Back, 370; legs, 
850, chest and upper arms, 993.3; right grip, 
100; left grip, 93; lungs, 26; dips, 62 times; 
pullup, 56 times. After the exhibition Dr. 
Seaver expressed the belief that it would 
never be excelled. 

Carver graduated from Yale last sum- 
mer and is now a resident of Chicago. He 
said yesterday that he thought the claim 
made by Herbert was hardly fair, consider- 
ing the amount of hard work he (Carver) 
had done in preparing for the record he had 


made.

principal remedy is quinine, of which he 
carries a plentiful stock, and there is nothing 
else so effective in warding off colds, fevers, 
and other ailments to which traveling horse- 
flesh is heir. If the “‘ bunch” reaches Chi- 
cago without mishap they are unloaded, gen- 
erally at the Stock-Yards, and led to the 
barn of the firm that bought them. Here 
théy go into new hands. Their future mas- 
ters are the stock foreman and the floor 
foreman. The stock foreman is a walking 
encyclopedia of information about horses 
and all that pertains to them. He looks the 
new arrival over carefully, notes his temper- 
ature and general condition, and then su- 
perintends his journey up a couple of run- 
ways to the top floor of the building, where 
the country horse is put in a newly-white- 
washed stall with the expectation that he 
will have a course of what, for want of a 
Better name, is called acclimating fever. 

‘He generally has it—a combination of cold 
and fever—and is looked after just as care- 
filly as would be a man with the grip. His 
temperature and a few other things about 
him are jotted down in a book by the stock 
foreman, and in a week or so the horse is 
well enough to go down-stairs and begin 
his education. This is conducted on fixed 
principles. Observation has shown the 
stock foreman how much grain each horse 
ought .to have, and the feed men get their 
cue accordingly. 

It is at this point that the country horse 
loses his tail. A high actor with a long tail 
ts not to be thought of, so it is severed at 
the proper point. The operation is not a 
painful one, and tn a few days the horse is 
ready to begin his education. The first 
lesson is that he must not be afraid of any- 
thing, and some fine morning he is led out 
of the big barn, careful attention to weather 
éonditions being paid on this first trip, be- 
Cause the horse has been on a diet of lin- 
seed oil for four days, a pint a day, and has 
also had soft food and a “ ball,”’ which lat- 
ter stirs up his liver and clears his system 
generally. 

The horse goes out in charge of a careful 
man, who leads him. He puts in the first 
half hour or so shying. He shies at the 
tall buildings, the rattling wagons, and 
finally brings up with a wild snort of sur- 
prise as a cable train goes whizzing by, and 
the sound of the gomg induces an extra 
plunge and quiver. Then after he has 
learned that cable cars will not chase him 
he is carefully conducted across town and 


introduced to the elevated road. He sees a | 


train go flying. past in the air and throws 
a few fits. The second train does not scare 
him quite so much, and in ten minutes he 
is led closer and made to stay there until 
he is satisfied that the cars will not hurt 
him. But there is worse to come. The 
groom leads him under the elevated. The 
first trip he goes flying, but is halted, turned, 
and made to take the return journey. Bix 
or eight dashes of this sort convince the 
horse that he is in no danger and he ts taken 
home, nervous, sweating, puzzled because 
most of the tail that he used to switch flies 
with on the farm is gone, and he is tired 
in every bone and muscle. | 


“Dumb Jockey” Appears. 


Naturally the horse rests well that night 
and thinks he has seen it all. But the next 
morning there is a new trial. The ** dumb, 
jockey,”’ a contrivance which includes a 
bridle, a surcingle, a check rein, and some 
other things designed to make a horse hold 
his head in the proper position—is put on him 
and he is given a lesson in action and deport- 
ment. The rigging is so adjusted as to bring 
out the poffts in which the stable man thinks 
the horse deficient, and in a general way give 
him “ style.’’ After this lesson another trip 
around town is taken, and if the horse is 
pretty smart it is not long before he is ridden 
instead of led. It is the same program— 
cable cars, elevated, trolleys, and finally an 
automobile and a steam roller, When a 
horse will stand for a steam roller he is con- 
sidered city broke. After doing this under 
saddle he is put in harness and again the 
routine. He is driven single until his educa- 
tion in that line fs perfected. Then he is 
hitched double, then tandem, and.in the caso 
of animals that by reason of their weight and 
conformation are likely to make coachers he 
is schooled in a four-in-hand, being hitched 
=e in the lead and as one of the wheel 
pair. 

All this time the dumb jockey has been in 
use, and there has likewise been a good deal 
of thought and care expended in the shoeing 
of the country horse. To sell well he must 
“go high” as well as have good manners. 
His education as to city sights is complete, 
and incidentally he has been taught to stand 
perfectly still with his feet together—in other 
words, like a soldier—when the driver says 
“whoa.” His toes have been allowed to 
grow long, because: that sort of foot gives 
more action, but a heavy shoe is also part 
oftheequipment. This shoe, acting as does u 
toe weight on a trotter, causes the horse, by 
giving him an extra load to raise every tima 
he picks up a front foot, to lift his feet much 
higher than he naturally would As to the 
hind action not so much can be done in the 
way of improvement, but no horse without

Finally, anywhere from three months toa 
year after the country horse comes to town 
his education is completed, and he is trans- 
ferred from the school to the sales depart- 
ment of the stable, where he has a nice stall,

eral times a day for inepection by possible 
purchasers. His hoofs are oiled until they 
shine, and bis lege are kept loosely

His hea@etall is a handsome one, for the 
dealer knows that everything counts when a 
horse is being shown, and in a general way 
he ig on dress parade. Taken from the stall 
to be shown, he is expected to march outina 
clean, snappy manner, and when on the tan- 
bark, at the edge of which stand the dealer 
and the possible buyer, to show a lot of en- 
ergy and life, but still be perfectly under 
command and do as he is told without any 
hesitation. 

Most men are looking for pairs. The coun- 
try horse has had a mate picked out for him 
long ago, and they have been tried together 
in every possible way. The mate ie brought 
out, and the pair etanmdina good light. They 
are ecanned from all points of the compass. 
The set of the neck and tail, the “ depth ”’ 
through various pointe, the cleanness of the 
legs, the good condition of the feet—ali these 
things are pointed out by the dealer, with 
passing reference to the color and gloss of 
the coat, which latter is the index of a horse’s 
general condition. When all this has been 
done, and the man who wants to buy has 
gazed solemniy (and generally without the 
slightest idea of what it all means) at the 
horses, they are taken back to the stalis. If 
the buyer has been inipreseed he asks the 
price. He knows it is going to be a stiff one,

How Sales Are Made. 


Here is where the dealer gets real busy. 
A word of command, and a harness and ve-

ness. Every strap fits perfectly, and the 
Horses look as if they had been melted and 
run into the harness.

possible, a steam roller are all met. The 
customer notes that while the horses are 
afraid of nothing they are always sprightly; 
that with all their style they do not tug on 
the reins. He is invited to handle the rib- 
bons and does so. He learns that the horses 
have good mouths, and thinks that, hitched 
to the proper vehicle, they would afford him 
a lot of pleasure in which his coachman need 
not necessarily participate. 

The drive is ended. Mr. Customer tells the 
dealer he will think it over and let him know 
in a day or two. That night after dinner 
the man talks to his wife. The chances are 
she wants to see the pair before they are 
bought. The man already wants them. If 
the next day is fine the wife looks at the 
horses. If one of them happens to show the 
white of his eye during the inspection it is 
all off.

But he is a wonderfully deep 
horse through the body, which helps the 
general appearance some. His neck is short, 
his head seeming to come right out of his 
shoulders. These are the bad points, if 
there can be any bad points about a first- 
class racer. . 


Match with Little Boy. 

** But all the same, I think he can beat any 
hobbled pacer owned Iimthe West. There has 
been a good deal of talk about what the Ot- 
tawa pacer, Little Boy, can do, and, of course, 
he is lightning hooked to a sulky, as he 
showed a time or two last season. Walter 
Palmer, who owns and drives Little Boy, isa 
friend of mine, but, still, I think my pacer is 
better. Now, I will match William Me 
against Little Boy to pace over the Ottawa 
track at the meeting there next summer for 
$500 a side, provided the Ottawa association 
will add $1,000 for the race, the winner to 
take $750 and the loser $250 of the added 
mohey, while, of course, the side bet would 
all go to the winner. I want each man to put 
up $250 forfeit, and all the stipulation I 
make is that we shall have a good day and 
track, and that in case on the appointed day 
either horse is manifestly too lame to give 
the public a decent race and do himself jus- 
tice the match shall be off. If the Ottawa 
people do not care to give $1,000 for the race I 
am willing to have it go to any other good 
half-mile track on the same terms. I don’t 
want Palmer’s money if his horse is lame 
and I don’t believe he wants mine if my pacer 
is in the barn. | 

“I believe the challenge will be accepted 
and if it is you are to be the stakeholder. 
Here is my check for the whole $500, and if 
Mr. Palmer makes the match he can put up 
his forfeit and we will have no trouble in 
arranging the details, as I am sure he will 
not object to your holding the money. . 

* Now, as to what I paid for William Mc, 
that is a matter that, at the request of Mr. 
Greeh, will not be made public, but I am free 
to say that it Is the most money ever paid 
for a hobbled pacer that has two big splints 
and that on his looks would not bring $40 at 
auction. But when you come to hunt up 
what he has done, my pacer is one of the 
greatest. He began racing in 1806 as a 3- 
year-old under the name “ After the Ball.”’ 
He made four starts that season, being sec- 
ond twice, third once, and fourth once, and 
taking a mark of 2:20%. 

“Then they changed his name to Wildam 


| Me, and@ in 1897 he took part in five races: 


He did not win any of them, however, being 
second twice, third once, and fourth twice, 
but several heats fell to him, and when the 
campaign was over his record had been re- 
duced to 12%, which was pretty good so far 
as speed went, but the colt could go so fast 
that it was not possible for anything of his 
age to carry the clip, and he would tire him- 
self so much in rushing away that there was 
nothing for it but to stop at the finish, and in 
those days he certainly could slow up as 
hard as any pacer on earth. 

1898, his third year out, Mc 
won hie first race. In fact, he got two of the 
six in which he started, his other positions 
being once second, once third, and twice be- 
hind the money. But in doing this he en- 
tered the 2:10 list, his mark being 2:00%, 
and by this time it was seen that the homely 
brown gelding could step a ways with any 
horse. | 

‘* Eight races were paced in 1899. Threeof 
these he won, was second twice, third once, 
fourth once, and unplaced once, but his rec- 
ord had been eut down to 2:054%. Last year 
he went seven good races, winning five of 
them and being second and fourth im the 
other two. He also paced twiceto his record, 
won fifteen heats, all but three of which 
were faster than 2:10, and seven of them 
were below 2:08. Up to,date William Mc 
has started in thirty races, of which he has 
won ten, been second eight times, third four 
times, fourth five times, and unplaced three 
times. That's the sort of horse I have 
bought to go out and do battle on the half- 
mile tracks with next summer, and with him 
for a trump card and Sherman Clay and 
Giles Noyes to fill in with I will have three 
pacers whose average record is a shade 
under 2:05%, while all of them have beaten 
2:06. A man who saw William Mc win his 
2:05% heat in Milwaukee last fall tells me 
that he timed the mile in 2:04, and I believe it, 
but of course the official mark is what we 
have to go by and talk about.

My experience 
is that If you blanket a horse all winter while 
he is in a well bullt and warm barn you get 
him so sensitive to cold that when you go to 
a track in May and one of those bleak days 
with a cold rain comes along he suffers so 
from cold that it takes all the yitality out of 
him, to say nothing of the danger of sick- 
ness, But if, on the other hand, he has 
roughed it a little in the winter, a blanket 
on a cold spring day will keep him warm. 

“I tried to buy Coney, 2:02%, at the recent 
New York sale, and my agent went to $4,000 
on him, but an advance of $100 stopped us, 
and, in fact, my original limit was §3,500. 
Alderman Powers was in the bidding up to 
about $3,000, and I wish one of us had got 
the black horse, as he is certainly a wonder.”’ 


Coney in the Bronston Stable. 

At the recent New York sale, when the 
pacer Coney, 2:02%, was knocked down to 
Charles Tanner of Cleveland for $4,100, it 
was thought the purchase was made in behalf 
of some Western man who wanted the black 
horse for campaigning purposes, and this 
belief was not dissipated by anything Mr. 
Tanner said. 

It now appears that Tanner was acting as 
the agent of the Bronstons of New Haven, 
Conn., who bought the California pacer 
Searchlight, 2:03%, for $16,000 a couple of 
years ago, since which time Ed Mills of 
Boston and “ Knapsack”’’ McCarthy have 
had the horse as manager and driver, re- 
spectively. Just what the purchase of Coney 
means is not clear. His record places him 
in practically the same class as Searchlight, 
but the best authorities on wigglhers do 
not class Coney with the stallion either in 
point of speed or ability to fight out a race. 
Myron McHenry, who gave each of the horses 
his record, is a great admirer of Search- 
light, and makes no secret of the fact. Of 
course Coney has the faster mark, and it is 
also true that he was on a common jog at 
the finish of his 2:02% mile over the Cleve- 
land track last summer, the other horses 
being beaten off, but, measured by race- 
horse standards, he has never shown him- 
self the equal of Searchlight. 

The brown stallion can pace as fast as 
any horse when he takes a notion to, but he 
is also a self-willed fellow, and makes no 
bones about showing ft on the track, either 
on race day or while being worked. While 
he was still in the Keating string Search- 
light began to give his trainer trouble about 
scoring and other matters, and in the early 
summer of 1898 at Denver I saw him re- 
peatedly refuse to jog back after scoring, 
it being necessary to have a man on hand 
to lead the stallion. He would not budge of 
his own accord, and John Blue, who at that 
time was looking after the stallion, declined 
the job of trying to make the horse mind 
his driver. 


News from Breeding Farms. 

The sensational happening thus far this 
year is that Palo Alto farm will send a num- 
ber of its most noted matrons to be bred to 
McKinney, the young sire whose get per- 
formed so well last season. He is by 
Alcyone, a son of George Wilkes, and as 
nearly all the mares to be sent from Palo 
Alto are by Electioneer or one of his sons the 
present departure is in the line of mingling 
the blood of the two greatest trotting sires. 
As McKinney was himself a colt trotter, and 
nearly all the Palo Alto mares were also 
precocious in the matter of speed, it is evi- 
dently the idea of the present manager of the 
farm founded by Governor Stanford to breed 
other young trotting wonders, as speed at 
an early age is.what commands the best 
prices in the auction ring. 

The mares to be bred to McKinney are: 
Helena, 211% (dam of Wild Nutling, pacer, 
2:11%, and Hyita, second in 2:15), by Elec- 
tioneer; Expressive, 3-year-old record 2:12%, 
by Electioneer; Coral, 2:18%, by Electioneer; 
Bell Bird, yearling record 2:26 (a world's 
record when made), by Electioneer; Palita, 
2-year-old record 2:16, by Palo Alto; Pala- 
tine, 2-year-old record 2:23, by Palo Alto, 
2:08%; Elden, 3-year-old record 2:18%, by 
Nephew; Cressida, 3-year-old record 2:18%, 
by Palo Alto; Sweet Rose, yearling record 
2:25%, by Electioneer; Athena, 2:15%, by 
Electioneer; Elsie (dam of Palita, 2:16; Rio 
Alto, 2:16%; Novelist, 2:27; Mary Osborne, 
2:284%; and Salvini, 2:30), by General Benton;

METHODISTS FIND BOOK MARKET 
IS DULL JUST NOW. 


Demand for Literature Falls Away and 
Churchmen Try to Discover the Rea- 
son — Complaint Made Against the 
Pastors—National Gospel Campaign 
Said to Be Succeeding — Buffalo to 
Have Few Religious Meetings—R us- 
sian Jews in Distress. 


ETHODISTS both North and 
South are wondering what is 
the matter with their literary 

) market. Sales of books are 

if falling off and their period- 

icals are losing in circulation. 

Complaint is made against 

See, Pastors that they permit in 

Methodist Sunday school libraries books not 
published by Methodists, and that they no 
longer take the trouble to recommend mem- 
bers of their churches to take and read Meth- 
odist periodicals. The Methodist theory is 
that the scattering of the printed page is as 
much evangelical labor as thé preaching and 
teaching of ministers and pastors. Its theory 
is, also, that profits from the sales of such 
printed matter shall go annually to the main- 
tenance of retired clergymen. Hence the de- 
cline in receipts from printed matter, which 
is more marked in the New York concern 
than in the Cincinnati one, means a falling 
off in one important method of Christian work 
and a threatening hardship toa big force of 
aged servants of Methodism. 

The decline is not sudden, and it has been 
going on during the last three years of excep- 
tional business times. Sunday school helps 
are said to maintain thelr sales. The book 
agents have met thé charge that they areina 
rut by pointing out what they ae is a 
change in Methodist tastes. 


Methodists to Visit Rome. 


The Rev. A. B. Leonard, the secretary of 
the Missionary society of the Methodist 
Church North, has just started on a leave of 
absence in Europe. He goes for rest, but it 
fis sald that he selects the continent in order 
personally to inspect the work that is being 
done in Rome. He is to be the guest fora 
time of Bishop Vincent of Chautauqua fame, 
the first superintendent to‘ become resident 
in Europe and in full charge of Methodist 
affairs there, and together visits are to be 
paid by them to the Eternal City. 

It has been Methodist aggressiveness that 
has called forth the outcry, severa! times re- 
peated of late, from Pope Leo about Prot- 
estant progress that presumes to come into 
Rome itself, almost under the walls of the 
Vatican. Methodists have prpperty in Rome 
worth half a million dollars, and in spite of 
the extraordinary efforts against them, po- 
litical, social, and religious,.their schools in 
that city are increasing in strength of en- 
dowment and number of pupils. During the 
last year the increase has been marked, and 
Methodists claim the danger point of failure 
has passed. 


Societies Suit Themselves. 


The Congregational benevolent societies are 
following the recommendations made by the 
Committee of Nine in so far as those recom- 
mendations accord with previous practice, 
and rejecting them where they do not. This 
Committee of Nine was formed from the 
executives of the six Congregational socte- 
tiles, as some have charged, to forestall a 
committee appointed, in part for the same 
purpose, by the last National Congregational 
Council. The present outlook seems to be 
that outside the societios theré is little active 
interest, although tremendous considera- 
tions are involved. 

The three big Congregational events of the 
future are the meeting of the American Board 
in Hartford on Oct. 8, of the National Council 
in Portland, Me., on Oct. 12, and of the Amer- 
ican Missionary association in Oak Paik, 
Chicago, on Oct. 22. The action taken by the 
board upon the commilttee’s recommendations 
will have much weight. Nobody seems to 
believe the board will adopt anything not in 
line with its traditions, and if it declineg to 
accept the so-called reforms they are more 
than likely to fall. 

An effort is making to hold all Congrega- 
tional benevolent society annual meetings at 
the same time and place, in order to save ex- 
pense. It is known that members of the Pru- 
dential committee of the board do not favor 
such a union meeting, and few expect to see 

‘that Comneniteae agree to such arrangement. 


Hopeful View of the Campaign. 


The national gospel campdign, of which 
William Phillips Hall is at the head, de- 
clares the outiook to be hopeful. More 
applications are being received by its 
evangelistic force than can be responded to. 
There is no disapopintment felt by ft be- 
cause the season for religious propaganda !s 
so far advanced, since the projectors say 
the campaign is to be for the century, not 
for the opening year of it. Effort is made 
wholly through the churches, the evangel- 
istic force to consist chiefly of the pastors 
themselves. Young Women’s Christian as- 
sociation secretaries are entering into it, and 
in many cities plans are making for tent work 
during the coming summer. , 


New Century Fund Swells. 


Presbyterians claim to have secured so far 
in their new century financial campaign about 
$1,000,000. This sum has been given in many 
quarters, but chiefly to educational purposes. 
Confidence is said to have been restored be- 
tween the local Presbyterians and Lane Semi- 
nary at Cincinnati, which was shaken some 
years since over heresy charges against the 
Rey. Dr. Henry Preserved Smith, who was 
expelled. The purpose of the Presbyterian 
effort is similar to that of the Methodist 
one, the causes to be benefited being the 
saine, but no limit is set as to the amount or 
the time during which the campaign is to be 
waged, 

Russian Jews in Distress. 

Word has been received by Jewish leaders 
in America that more than 20,000 Jews are 
starving in Southern Russia. The only land 
they are permitted to occupy is poor, and if 
one crop fails distress comesatonce. There 
is no wood or coal in the whole district. An 
appeal has been gent to American Jews in 
their behalf, and the statement is made that 
unless help is forthcoming at once there is 
likely to be another exodus of Russian Jews 
to America. 


Few Meetings for Buffalo. 


While there are many big religious meet- 
ings planned for the coming spring and 
summer, only three are scheduled to meet 
in Buffalo during the Pan-American ex- 
position, and one of these‘is held because 
of the exposition. It represénts no organiza- 
tion. The three are the German Catholic 
union, the Bible Study Congress, and the 
National Universalist Conferenc@ These 
are apart from the tent meetings which have 
been planned by local reHMgious leaders. The 
only one of the three that affects a large 
number of people is the Study Congress. 
This is for Bibie students, and interest in 
it is extending rapidiy. Its dates cover the 
last half of July: 


Work of the Unitarians. 

Unitarians are to make the new century 
period the central thought of their National 
Conference, which is to be held at Saratoga 
at the end of September. They say they are 
called upon in this, the first conference of 
the century, to set the pace for the future in 
ambition if not in achievement. *One of their 
topics will be the gospel as it is understood 
today. Appreciative resolutions will be 
passed for the gift of $100,000 recently made 
to the theological seminary at Meadville, 
which, with Harvard, forms the principal 
training school for the Unitarian: ministry. 
Unitarians are also much gratified with the 
success of their new denominational school 
on the Hudson, which is already obliged to 
put would-be students on the waiting list.

Marquise de Fontenoy Letter. 


Copyright, 1901, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


The Duke and Duchess of York will start on 
their colonial tour on Saturday. 

Three days will be devoted to the *‘ Rock,’’ 
and thence they will be escorted by the 
first division of the Mediterranean fleet, un- 
der Sir John Fisher, as far as Malta, where 
Lord Charles Beresford, with the second di- 
vision, will take charge of them unfil they 
reach the Suez Canal. Several swift cruisers 
will await them at Suez, and after touching 
at Aden, Colombo, and some port in New 
Guinea they will reach Melbourne on May 
6 to open the federal Parliament on May 2. 

On leaving Australia they will. proceed to 
New Zealand, and thence to the Cape of Good 
Hope; afterwards to Ascension, then to the 
West Indies, and from there to Halifax, 
where they are due about the beginning of 
October. They are to remain thirty days in 
Canada, and on leaving will touch at St. 
John’s and stay three days in Newfound- 
land. 

No provision is made for any visit to the 
United States. The itinerary of the Ophir 
dees not indicate that it will touch at any 
American port, and. in view ‘of the circum- 
stance that the program of the thirty days’ 
sojourn of the royal couple on Canadian soil 
is already filled to the last hour, includ- 
ing, as it does, a trip to Vancouver, it is 
difficult to see how, according to present ar-' 
rangements, they could find time to visit this 
country. 

Of course, there is the possibility that 
later on King Edward may instruct his son 
to delay his return to England and to extend 
his itinerary so as to take in the United 
States. But this would be. done only in the 
event of an official invitation being extended 
by the President of the United States, which 
has not yet beem tendered, in spite of all 
reports to the econtrary, and it would nec- 
essarily comprise a visit in state of the 
royal couple to Washington, where they 
would be welcomed by the President and 
entertained as the guests of’the nation. As 
they will still be in strict mourning, 
they will attend no balls, race meetings, or 
garden parties, but only receptions and din- 
ners, during their tour, and, while the Duke 
will, at the various English colonies where 
he touches, hold levees, the Duchess wil! 
hold drawing-rooms. 

There are to be no newspaper corre- 
spondents om board the Ophir or on board 
any of the vessels forming part of the es- 
cort, the excuse given for this by the Ad- 
miralty being that there is no room on board. 
One member of the Duke’s staff has, how- 
ever, been specially assigned to the duty of 
receiving representatives of the press at the 
various ports of call, where full details of 
the voyage will be given for publication. 

The member of the staff in question will 
be Sir Donald MacKenzie Wallace, formerly 
correspondent of the London Times at St. 
Petersburg and Constantinople and subse- 
quently foreign editor of that journal. It is 
he who will be the historiographer of this 
remarkable royal progress through the co- 
lonial empire of Great Britain in the same 
way that another member of the Times 
staff—namely: the dean of all war. corre- 
spondents, old Sir Willlam Howard Russel!— 


| acted as the historiographer of King Ed- 


ward's memorable tour through India a quar- 
ter of a century ago. 

The Duchess will be attended by three la- 
dies-in-waiting—namely: by Lady Mary 
Lygon, Lady Katherine Coke, and the 
Hon. Mrs. Derek Keppel—while the gentle- 
men in attendance on the Duke comprise 
his new private secretary, Colonel Sir Arthur 
Bigge, who was private secretary to Queen 
Victoria; Lord Wenlock, former Governor 
of Madras, ae chief of staff: and the Duke of 
Roxburghe, Viscount Crichton, and Prince 
Alexander of Teck, the latter a brother of 
the Duchess, as aids-de-camp. Besides these 
there will be Sir Charles Cust and the Hon. 
Derek Keppel, brother of George Keppel, 
-‘Sir Thomas Lipton’s agent in New York, 
who are the Duke's equerries; Dr. Manby, 
who is his surgeon; Canon Dalton of Wind- 
sor, who was formerly his tutor and is now 
his chaplain; Sir John Anderson, the dele- 
gate of the Colonial department; Captain 
Faussett of the royal navy, Major Bor of the 
marines, Colonel Byron of the colontal 
forces, and Sydney Hall and the Chevalier 
de Margino, the latter a frequent visitor to 
this country, who will portray the most 
picturesque features of the progress. | 


The Ophir, which has been magnificently 
arranged, will carry a complement of some 
400 sadlors with a detachment of 100 marines. 
It is a huge two-funneled boat of 6,000 tons 
or more, and has been so transformed that 
theré is little in the interior arrangements to 
suggest the ordinary stateroom of a liner. 
The private apartments of the royal couple 
are situated almost amidships, but a little 
forward, and consist of two suites of sitting- 
room, bedroom, and dressing-room each, di- 
vided only by the corridor which runs be- 
tween. The furniture of the Duchess’ suite 
is upholstered in pale green and white, the 
furniture being in satinwood. The beds 
both of the Duke and of the Duchess are of 
silver-plated metal; the carpets in these two 
private suites are of soft, delicate green, to 
accord with the general scheme of décora- 
tions, and are laid upon a foundation of 
thick cork. 

The state drawing-room on the Ophir isa 
magnificent apartment; the furniture is of 
the style known as Sheraton, the coverings 
being of blue and white silk of exceedingly 
effective designs, while the Saxony carpet 
is of soft, pale camel brown. The dining- 
room is likewise a superb apartment, most 
artistically decorated, the furniture being in 
oak and the upholstery in green leather. 

Necessarily. many dinner parties and ban- 
quets will be given by the Duke and Duchess 
during the tour; and the dining-room, with 
its wonderfully ingenious devices for increas- 
ing and diminishing the size of the tables, 
will admit of as many as 200 guests being 
entertained at one and the same time. The 
Duke is not only taking all his own gold 
and silver plate with him but a quantity 
more belonging to the crown, as well as a 
French chef of European fame. 

In fact, everything is going to be done in 
the most magnificent style, regardless of 
cost, and when it is borne in mind that for 
chartering the Ophir alone a sum of $200,000 
has been paid to the Oriental line, exclusive 
of the cost of entirely transforming the in- 
terior construction of the great ship and its 
furnishing and equipment, ft will be readily 
understood that before the Duke and 
Duchess return to England for Christmas 
their royal progress will have cost the na- 
tion several million 


While the Duke nae Duchess are away 
their children will remain in charge of their 
grandmother, Queen Alexandra, who will 
probably take them with her to Copenhagen 
when she proceeds thither with the King at 
the end of this month for a stay of two or 
three weeks with her father, the octo- 
genarian King Christian.

HEAGANY FOR $175,000. 


New Building Operations Planned and 
Permits Issued in February Show 
the Phenomenal Gain of 217 Per Cent 

Over a Year Ago—Nearly $2,000,000 
Worth of Improvements in Stock- 
‘Yards District—F. Matthiesser Buys 
the William E. Hale Homestead. 


The Dexter Safe Deposit company, a cor- 
poration of Illinois, by President Albert F. 
Dexter and Secretary George N. Fuller, has 
conveyed to Richard Heagany of Hartforé 
City, Ind., the ninety-nine-year leasehold in- 
terest in the ground and the eight-story brick 
front Dexter Building at 80 to 84 Adame 
street, for a consideration of $175,000. The 
building hae a frontage of 50 feet anda depth 
of 10% feet. The purchase is made as an in- 
vestment. 

The ground is owned by E. W. Hadley of 
New York City, and the leasehold transferred 
runs to March 1, 1900. The Swift commis- 
sion valued the ground at $275,000, and the 
butiding at $77,330. 

Previous to buying the Dexter Building 
Mr. Heagany sold to James A. Murphy the 
improved property in Washington boulevard, 
229 feet west of Hoyne-avenue, north front, 
50%x133 feet, for $50,000. 


Chicago Shows Building Activity. 


Building statistics in Chicago for last Feb- 
ruary show the remarkable gain of 217 per 
cent over the same period in 1900, when the 
labor troubles checked building operations. 
Daily an improvement ts noted, and there is 
every indication that this spring and sum- 
mer will be one of industrial prosperity and 
activity. 

The Construction News, in speaking of con- 
ditions in the principal cities for February, 
says: “ Twenty-one cities show a total ex- 
penditure of $20,792,876, against $9,362,506 for 
the corresponding month a year ago, an in- 
crease of $11,430,370, or 122.08 per cent. This, 
it may. be observed, is a phenomenal increase 
when all the conditions are taken into con- 
sideration. It will be remembered that op- 
erations for January, with open weather and 
with conditions in every respect conducive to 
building, showed an increase of 61.72 per 
cent, while February was decidedly the 
worst of all the winter months so far as 
weather was concerned, the heavy snowfall 
extending to all sections of the country. 
The building trades, it will be seen, present 
a highly satisfactory state of affairs, with 
every reason for believing that construction 
will continue to increase in the same propor- 
tion as the season advances, and operations 
get under full headway. The figures in de- 
tail are as follows:

Spring Renting Season Active, 

Buildings and stores in the down-town dis- 
trict are reported as bringing increased rent- 
} als over a year ago, and leases closed at good 
figures. ‘‘ There seems an unusual activity 
in spring renting,’’ said Edward F. Keebler 
of the renting firm of E. F. Keebler & Co., 
‘‘ and rents are showing an advance of from 
10 to 25 per cent over the prices received a 
year ago. Not in years has there been a 
greater inquiry for all classes of business 
property than at the present time. The de- 
mand for higher rents is met with a com- 
placency which shows that those anxious to 
secure space consider it entirely reasonable 
and justified by prevailing conditions. 

‘‘We are much encouraged over the out- 
look for the future and do not expect that 
this demand will diminish with the close of 
this season. We look for the same activity 
in the wholesale district.”’

Realty Board Indorses New Laws. 
. The Chicago Real Estate board at the regu- 
lar March meeting last week took importarit 
action regarding bills and amendments to be 
considered at the present session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and the different committees 
were given power to act. This means the 
sending of a “steering” dolegation to 
Springfield to look out for legislation affect- 
ing real estate interests at an early date. 

The Revenue committee will shortly have 
introduced an amendment providing for the 
restoring of the 5 per cent limitation on 
property values for taxation purposes, and 
Chairman Edward G. Pauling of a special 
committee will look after a bill providing 
for the time of redemption in foreclosure to 
precede the judicial auction.

Committee to Fight Tax Sale Bill. 


The board has gone on record in additfon 
as opposed to the amendment now before the 
Legislature which affects delinquent tax 
sales. It was resolved that the Public Serv- 
ice committee be given power to work for its 
defeat. 
Revenue committee said: 

‘The present law should not be changed, 
for as it now operates it is a boon to the poor 

property-owner. Prior to 1895 property was 
sold at delinquent tax sales to the bidder of- 
fering to take the least quantity of a lot or 
tract with the rate arbitrarily fixed at 25 per 
cent. Efforts are now being made to return 
to this expensive plan. In 1895, when the 
present law was adopted, delinquent sales 
were made to persons offering to take the 
property for the least penalty. 


Present Law Helps Property-Owners. 


“A comparison of figures shows a phe- 
nomena! difference. Delinquent tax and spe- 
cial assessment sales for 1899 amounted to 
$940,185 for six months’ penalties under the 
old system, while for six months in 1900 these 
penalties, under the present law, were only 
$233,033.44. The cost to the owners for carry- 
ing this property while it has been delinquent 
has been about 4 per cent, as against 25’ per 
cent under the old law.’ 

The Public Service committee also was in- 
structed to work for Senate bill No. 19, re- 
lating to issuing and.the cost of tax deeds, 
and also for the original mechanics’ lien law 
in force prior to 1874, as a substitute for the 
law now in force. The present law was at- 
tacked as lending aid to the contractors and 
material men and working against the inter- 
est of owners of real estate. 


Board May Move to La Salle Street. 

The Board of Directors was instra¢ted to 
look into the proposition of Dunlap Smith 
& Co., that the Real Estate board seek 
quarters in the new National Life Building 
at 161 La Salle street, when it is completed 
in April of next year. This building will be 
principally occupied by the Chicago Under- 
writers’ association, insurance agencies, and 
real estate firms. The plan is for the board 
to have its judicial salesroom and offices on 
the ground floor and use for its meetings a 
general assembly-room with a glass dome on 
the twelfth floor. It is quite likely the propo- 
sition will be accepted, as the board’s leases 
to its present quarters expire at this time, 
and the members favor the change.

Combination Hall and Theater. 

The necessity for modern lodgerooms for 
the order its particularly dwelt upon, as well 
as the growing needs of such bodies for a 
general assembly-room so equipped that it 
may be readily converted into a ballroom 
or arranged for theatrical entertainments. 
For the latter requirements there would have 
to be a stage with asbestos scenery and a 
steel drop curtain and other fireproof acces- 
sories. 

** What we need,”’ said Mr. Moore, in speak- 
ing of the matter, “is two top floors of a 
modern building, or, what would be better, 
one about to be constructed.

By 
arranging this hall with stage settings and 
a fine floor it will be useful for all classes of 
entertainments usually given by secret so- 
cleties. 


Modern Lodgerooms Desired. 

‘‘ There are now forty-eight Pythian lodges 
meeting within the ‘loop,’ most of them in 
antiquated lodgerooms, some of them ill- 
ventilated, and a number unsuited to the re- 
quirements of the lodges. In addition there 
are eighty-one lodges meeting elsewhere in 
Cook County, a great many of which would 
move to suitable quarters if they could be 
secured in the down-town district.

The articles 
will provide full authority for leasing or con- 
trolling ground for a site and the erection and 
maintaining of a Pythian Building, as well 
as leasing suitable headquarters for the 
present.

Certain reprehensible characters 
witli sneak” overcoats for their immediate 
needs, Grocer. boys and peddlers have been

In another class are the shoplifter, the 
pickpocket, and the man who knows where 
the tunnel fell in. 

After these come the small burglar, the 
man who would crack a safe if he had time 
and opportunity, and the professional sneak- 
thief who climbs a porenh pillar. 

All by themselves are the holdup man, the 
train robber, and the dangerous criminal 
who, as a rule, welcome a running fight al- 
most as enthusiastically as they welcome u 
rich haul. 

In many of the small thefts of jewelry and 
money the valuables are taken from the 
person of the individual. Most frequently he 
is under the influence of drink and most often 
promen are the thieves.

Mozaffer-Ed-Din, Shah of Persia, is some- 
thing of a horoscope caster himself. He was 
born at 5 a. m. on March 25, 1853, a year gov- 
erned by the sun.. March 25 is comprised in 
the first decan of the constellatiqn of the 
Ram, and is placed under the influence of 
Asiccan, archangel of Mars. The symbol of 
this day is hieroglyphically represented by 
two men, one painfully chopping wood, the 
other holding a scepter. ‘‘ The zodiacal sign 
of. this birthday gives an ardent character, 
contempt for dangers and obstacles, and 
great highness of mind, mingled with good- 
nature and a high conception. of duty,” insists 
Mozaffer. Heis always on guard against 
the dangers which the asp«° of his planets 
warn him to expect from t!.e enmitiées of pre- 
tended friends and protectors, especially 
those near to his person. They agree that 
the years in which he has the greatest dan- 
gera to expect succeed each other by 7 and 9. 
As he was born in 1853, they would be the

His escape from the Paris assassin in 1900 
was the only belated example, and every seri- 
ous attempt against his life has been in one of 
the years mentioned.

His Persian astrolo- 
gers pretend they cannot resolve the ques- 
tion. Do they fear to tell him thetruth? If, 
indeed, his end be so near another indication 
of his horoscope takes on a new importance 
to all Europe.

REGISTER NEXT TUESDAY. 

Next Tuesday will be the first and only 
day of registration for the city election, 
which will be held three weeks later. On 
that day persons who have gained the right 
to vote since November last or who failed 
to register then, although entitled to do so, 
must have their names duly entered on 


a vote on the 2d of April. Men registered 
last fall who have moved singe then into 
other ‘precincts must be registered in their 
new precincts in order to vote. The regis- 
tered voter who has changed his residence 
within the precinct should notify the regis- 
tration officers of the fact, so that they may 
correct their books. An omission to do 
this will cost him his vote. 

There should be a heavier vote cast three 
weeks from next Tuesday than was cast 
last November. There are certain ques- 
‘thuns involved in the approaching election 
which appeal directly to every Chicagoan, 
rich or poor, householder or lodger, employer 
or employé.. The condition of the streets, 
the healthfulness of the city, ‘the improve- 
ment of street railroad facilities, the pro- 
tection of person and property against law- 
breakers are matters which affect every 
voter. These matters will be attended to 
rightly only when the voters take an in- 
telligent interest in the selection of the men 
who manage the affairs of the municipality, 
If a spirit of civic patriotism does not pre- 
vail here, a spirit of enlightened selfishness 
ought to convince every voter that it is his 
duty to take a part in the coming election, 
so that the city may be better governed and 
he may lead a more enjoyable life as a con- 
sequence,

FREE TRADE BETWEEN THE STATES, 

Soon after the erection of a new govern- 
ment building in this ‘city had been au- 
thorized the local stonecutters’ union asked 
that the cutting of the stone to be used in

The court holds that it is uncon- | 
stitutional’ not merely ‘because it is an tin- | 
lawful interference with the right of a con- 
tractor to have work done for him: where 
and by whom he pleases, or to buy material 
where he cheoses, but because it is in con- 
flict with the commerce ‘clause of the na- 


tional constitution.

cussed. It said then that any arrangement 
which should prevent the use in Chicago of 
stone cut outside the State would be dn in- 
terference With interstate commerce. The 
court’ says ‘by the New York law “the 
citizen of any other State who has prepared 


this State in any public work.” Conse- 
quently the law is “a régulation of com- 
merce between the States which the Legis- 
lature has no power to make.” 

The Court of Appeals goes to the heart of 
the matter when it says: “ The citizens of 
other States have the right to resort to the 
markets of this State for the sale of théir 


other urticle which is the subject of com- 
merce.” They cannot be deprived of this 
right by legislative statutes or labor union 
regulations. Intelligent labor leaders will 
not demand such statutes or regulations 
after they have become fully acquainted 
with this New York decision and the prin- 
ciples on which it is based. 


RUSSIA'S ‘HOLD ON MANCHURIA. 
Great Britain is dissatisfied with Rus- 
sia’s action regarding Manchuria. Lord 
Lansdowne is said to be seeking, through 


| Ambassador Choate, to get the active co- 


operation of the United States in forcing 
Russia tp give up all designs for the per- 
manent possession of that Chinese province. 
The United States will not enter into any 
such agreement. The State department at 
| Washington is carrying on no “ secret nego- 
| tlations ” on that subject. 
government recently issue@ a circular letter 
expedient for the Chinese to make any in- 
dependent arrangement with any foreign 
power while the peace negotiations are in 
progress at Pekin.

MORE. CONVICT LAROB, QUTRAGES. 

"The outrages:practiced in the Bouth under | 
the system of conviet labor are not confined 
to South Carolina, The victims of these 
outrages are not all blacks, The Mont- 
goméry (Ala.) Advertisér of the 7th inst. 
the arrivals in that t city of seve seven- 
teen white men and three negroes, se- 


imbrogiio, 


-eurely handcuffed and tied together with 


a rope, on their way to labor in the Pratt 
mines. These men were in charge of the 
agent of the Tennessee Coal and Iron com- 
pany and will be put to work digging. coal. 
| They 
were arrested at the point of the gun, 
marched to jail, where they were kept four 
or five weeks, and then without any cere- 
mony they were placed aboard a train and 
sent to the mines to work there from one 
to three months. Among them . are’ a 
physician, Dr; Elmer*:Adams from New 
York and G. F. Laeger, a musician on the 
battleship Alabama. 

These men were arrested upon the charge 
of unlawfully riding upon trains;-every one 
of them claims to be innocent—by a man 
who is paid $2 for every person he arrests 
upon that charge. Their treafment under 
arrest and while en route to Montgomery 
and the sufferings and privations they have 
endured recall the tales ef cruelty which 
used to come from, Siberia. 

It is fortunate for these victims of greed 
and barbarity that there is a prospect for 
their speedy release, as certain leading citi- 
zens of Montgomery, when they became 
aware of the facts, promptly applied for a 
writ-of habeas corpus, but the éase with 
whieh white men were arrested and sen- 
tenced to labor without a hearing, for a 
comparatively trivial offense, shows how 
easy it must be in South Carolina and else- 
where to arrest negroes w ho have no friends 
and are densay ignorant and turn them 
over to practical slavery under a penal sys- 
tem which, bad in itself, is made shockingly 
worse by such abuses and cruelties as have 
not been practiced in the South since the 
days of slavery. j 

The reports of inhumanities practiced 
upon convicts, farmed out to contractors, 


and by them sublet to others, are nothing 


new. This barbarity has beén going on for 
years and investigation committees in 
yarious States of the South have reported 
in faver of the abolition of the system of 
hiring out convicts to contractors and of 
establishing some sort of State supervision. 
The system still remains and Alabama seems 


to ‘have added to the horrors by making it 


possible to arrest white men upon trivial 
charges aud dispatch them to the mines 
without giving them an opportunity to 
prove their innocence. 


DETECTIVES AND PAWNBROKEBS. 

THE TRIBUNE has received from 4 woman 
correspondent a letter, too long for publica- 
tion, indicating that the Police department, 
under the prefefise’of an alliance with 


| pawnbrokers for general detective purposes, 


acts practically as the partner of those who 
receive stolen property, and even that 
police justices give extraordinary judgments 
in aid of such abettors of thieves. 

The lady in question, having lost her 
mohogram watch some weeks ago, learned 
from the detective service at the City Hall 
that it had been registered by a certain 
pawnbroker. When applied to, however, 
by the lady, aecompanied by one of the'city 
detectives, the pawnbroker declined to give 
it up unless reimbursed for an alleged ad- 
vance of $10. The owner demurred and 
the detective thereupon strongly advised 


payment, saying that people always did 


so, and assuring her that she would have 
no ease in court should she go to law. She 
still declined, and he then réquested her 
to wait for two days until he could look up 
the man who pawned the watch. Twodays 
later, however, she found that her detec- 
tive had gone on his vacation. Another 
member of the force requested another de- 
lay for the same purpose of inquiry, but 
when she returned as directed, he,. too, 
had done nothing, though he likewise ad- 
vised her strongly to pay the $10. 

She then gave up hope in the city de- 
tective service and sued out a writ of re- 
plevin. But herein she fared little better, 
for the justice gave the unaccountable judg- 
ment that the defendant might have twenty- 
one days in which to return the watch or 
pay the plaintiff $15, whichever he might 
choose, and he finally chose to pay the 


‘money. 


If, through police advice to victims, pawn- 
brokers can always be assured against loss 
on stolen property, they need not, of course, 
hesitate to receive it, and the Police de- 
partment becomes simply the protector of 
the “fence.” Furthermore, if a justice is 
to announce the amazing judgment that 
the holder of stolen property may at his op- 
tion restore it or pay a specified sum of 
money, it would seem that pawnbrokers 
were regarded as a peculiar subject for 
police court nursing. “If we could abolish 
the market for stolen goods,” said a recent 
writer on criminology, “ we should go far 
to put an end to stealing.” 

Further details concerning this case awnit 
Captain Colleran if he wishes them. 


POSITIVISM AS A RELIGION. 

The recent visit of Frederic Harrison, 
the leading English exponent of Positiy- 
ism, lends timely interest to his article in 
the North American Review, in which he 
sets forth the aims and ideals of that creed. 
The central idea of Comte’s system as here 
explained is tO establish “2 religion of 
humanity.” The: Positivist takes the hu- 
mane element in modern Christianity and 
expands it into a religion, a philosophy, and 
a scheme of world politics, making a three- 
fold system covering the whole domain of 
human thought and activity. All the rest 
of Christianity he discards, accepting only 
such items of belief as can be based tipon 
the positively established truths of science, 

Mr. Harrison sirenuously denies that 
Positivism is either atheistic or agnostic, 
but the Theist or even the Deist could 
hardly accept this statement in the or- 
dinary sense of the words. Positivism ig- 
nores or denies the existence of the super- 
natural, Its God is Humanity, which Mr. 
Harrison writes with a capital H. It has 
no priests, no recognized form of worship, 
no ritual, and no creed. The aim of the 
Positivists is to form a school of thought, 
not to found a sect—‘“‘to uphold an ideal 
of religion which shall rest on ‘positive 
science whilst permeating active life.” 

As Mr. Harrison admits, the compre- 
hensiveness of Positivism is a fatal barrier 
to its rapid growth. It makes enemies with 
one hand while it is making friends with 
the other. “It seeks to transfer religion 
from a. supernatural to a scientific basis, | 
from.a theological to a human creed; to 
substitute in philosophy gq relative anthropo- 
centric synthesis for an absolute, cosmical 
analysis; to subordinate nore both na-

Sistently championed the catse of labor re- 
forms in England. By ite maturePositivism 
is compelfed. to meddle in polities and to 
make enemies in the heat of every political 
crisis. But Mr. Harrison says its strength 
lies in its being founded on the changeless 
facts of s¢ience and human welfare rather 
than on “mere hysterical emotions and 
vague yearnings, for what we cannot ra- 
tionally canceive,” 


THE TWO-RAIL HIGHWAY. 

The early dissolution of the largest of 
the two automobile cab companies of this 
city suggests comparison of the prospects 
of automobile as against rail traffic in the 
future. 

The two-rail highway—a device hardly 
less important in its way than the locomo- 
tive—appears to be a modern invention, de- 
veloped in connection with coal mining. 
Such a roadway, consisting of timber rails, 
was in use at Newcastle, England, in the 
reign of Oharles II., for carrying eoal, and 
one horse could draw eight or nine tons 
over it. Later on iron straps were attached 
to the top of such timber rails for a wearing 
surface; and in 1802 a distinguished London 
engineer Calculated that it cost only one- 
tenth as much to transport bulky freight 
over such a roadway as over turnpikes. In 
1898 the Department of Agriculture re- 
parted that one horse could draw as great 
a‘load over a steel track road as twenty 
could draw ever an ordinary village road, 

The resistagce of city pavements is but 
a fraetion of that of common roads; yet it is 
much gréater, even in the case of a brick or 
asphalt. surface, than that of steel rails, 
and the movement of a vehicle over the lat- 
ter is further facilitated by its being kept 
on a straight line, Accordingly, local 
teamsters, even on well paved streets, seek 
the bed of the tram rails for their. wheels. 
Partially on account of similar reasons a 
ride in an automobile ordinarily costs ten 
or twenty times as much as a ride on a 
street car. 

If, therefore, like al 
things else, is to develop along the line of 
least resistance, the rail-pavement-—which 
within its mere half century of use in city 
streets has already attracted perhaps nihe- 


tenths of the passenger traffic in those 


thoroughfares—is likely not only to main 
tain and enlarge that proportion but to at- 
tract, and in a much shorter period, sub- 
stantially all other street traffic from the 
“broad highway” to its narrow lines of } 
steel. Indeed, this more complete change 
may only aw@it the masterful engineer who 
can devise'a system previding for neees- 
sary stops and for collections and deliv- 
eries, resembling, perhaps, in.some 
those of the present postal service.

Uniform Medical Legislation. 


ONDITIONS which exist in regard to the license to 
practice medicine in the various political divisions of 
our country have thus far escaped the necessary atten- 
tion on the partofthe public. It must be taken for 
granted that very few people, outside of the medical 
profession, have an idea of the serious problem which 
must confront them inthenearfuture. The fact that 
a physician who is allowed to practice medicine and 

surgery in one State or Territory is regarded as unfit 
to treat people in another political division necessarily 


invites every intelligent citizen to investigate the reasons for such a state 


of affairs. 

In any country the lives of all citizens should be valued equally high. 
This is not the case in the United States. Any one who is familiar with 
the different medical laws in the various States and Territories cannot 
conceal his grievance and indignation that conditions are allowed to exist which 
reflect upon the intelligence of many, and on the good will of some, in a way

which he received, it is necessary for those who. are responsible to the com- 
munity for those whom they allow to practice to extend their control to‘the 
preliminary education of the student who intends to become a physician 
and to the medical edueation proper.

ANY attempts have been made to introduce reforms in 
women’s dress, but the reformers were unsuccessful 
because they lacked a common basis for their reforma- 
tory efforts.

No such reform is possible until] the present conception of the ideal femi- 
Dine form has become radically changed. Our present ideal is not the beau- 
tifal form of the normal body, but an artificial and inartistic form produced 
by the wearing of corsets. Even among the educated few are familiar 
With the hormal form of the human body. The instruction given in the 
Schools is incomplete and defective; the artistic sense of the young men and 
Women is not awakened and their form-memory is not exercised. Few per- 
sons have A clear idea of the human form, of the structure of the body, and 
Of the action of the joints and muscles. 

The senlptors of ancient Greece and Rome idealized the beauty of the

A. perfect Omar Khayyam fever has broken out, and during the last 
three years the world has been perfectly flooded with cheap, medium priced, 
and expensive editions of Fitzgerald’s paraphrase. At a recent book auc- 
tion in New York a well preserved copy of the first Quaritch edition was 
Sold for $260, and one of the later editions for $180.

defying specific explanation. Omar Khayyam, the great Persian poet, phil- 
osopher, and astronomer, died in the year 1123, and for over seven hun- 
dred years little more than his name was known in Europe. Edward Fitz- 
gerald discovered him, and by his paraphrase introduced the Persian poet 
to the English-speaking public. 

A critical investigation of the causes responsible for the rhenotiensi 
suceess of Fitzgerald’s translation will puzzle the student of literature as 
well as the shrewdest publisher or bookseller. It might be argued that Fitz- 
gerald’s ‘book owed its success to the fact that it was the first which brought 
the peculiar charms of the Persian poet-philosopher to the. notice of an 


English-speaking public. That argument might hold good were it not that 


for many years Fitzgerald’s book received no notice whatever and was a 
drug in the market to such an extent that the first edition was sent to the 
paper mill as waste paper by the disgusted publisher. The great Omar 
Khayyam epidemic did not break out until 1897, nearly forty years after 
the publication of the first edition and fourteen years after the death of 
Fitzgerald, 

Fitzgerald did not offer to his readers more than about one-fifth of the en- 
tire Rubaiyat, which contains 516 quatrains. The completeness of his work, 
therefore, cannot well be considered the cause of his sudden popularity. Long 
before the beginning of the Fitzgerald epidemic other translations or para- 
phrases of the Rubaiyat were inthe market, some in prose, some in poetical 
form, and all far more complete than the collection in Fitzgerald's book. The 


French government, contained translations of 464 quatrains, and the master- 
ly paraphrase in German by Friedrich Bodenstedt even 467. Since then other 
translations have been published by McCarthy, Heron Allen, Dole, John 
Payne, Mansfield Garner, and others, some in prose, others in poetical form. 


Not one of those translations, however, has ever gained nearly so much fame,

combinations. This should never have been done. 

That the existing conditions reflect upon the whole medical profession 
is easily understood, and it cannot be denied that the public in general should 
have more interest in a question which concerns every citizen.

HE mode usually applied in doing charity fosters a 


hardships leave them defenseless against it; it incites 
idleness and intemperaance among the weak in charac- 
ter, and encourages these vices among them to the ex- 
tent to which the charity organization releases them 
from the task of taking care of themselves. 
urally, the more lavish the gift the greater the danger. 

Another evil that follows almsgiving to those who, 
while employed in shop or factory, do not earn sufficient 
to maintain themselves is the lot of honest toil becomes affected and handi- 
capped by it. Labor necessarily must become degraded by a competition 
with those who cast their responsibility and care wholly or in part upon the 
charity purse; wages are lowered as the alms-chest fills up, and the infec- 
tion of mendicity grows moré virulent with depressed conditions. 

The process of the philanthropy that aims at promoting husbandry 
among the surplus labor of the cities excludes at once the possibility of 
such mischievous results while it raises the work of charity from the level 
of doling out gratuities to the dignity of a business transaction. The mode 
it proposes is not an ordinary charity; it partakes rather of an opportunity 
for investment by generously inclined people of means and affords the able 
and willing-to-work poor a chance to utilize his physical and mental 
strength in working to ameliorate his condition.

If it was neither its priority nor its completeness which caused the success 
of Fitzgerald’s translation, one would naturally reach the conclusion that the 
success was due toitsexcellence.

But, even granting that the idiosyncrasies of the public run an erratic 
course, is Fitzgerald’s translation really so meritorious as to justify its phe- 
nomena! success? It istrue, Fitzgerald in his translation has scrupulously 
preserved the quatrain form of the original with its one-syllable rhyme, but al- 
though his language is melodious and the rhythm well represents the peculiar 
Oriental character of the original, the geperal character of his work is ex- 
tremely monotonous and soporifie. 

The French translation was written in prose and cannot, therefore, be well 
compared with Fitzgerald's collection as to itsform. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the French translation is far more true and correct an interpretation 
of the original than Fitzgerald’s. The fact that Hassan Ali Khan, a distin- 
guished Persian writer and student, who in was the Persian Minister in 
Paris, assisted in the French translation speaks for its correctness. 

Bodenstedt’s paraphrase of the Rubaiyat is not only more complete than 
Fitzgerald’s but infinitely superior in form and language. Bodenstedt has re- 
produced the poetical form of the original, obviating, however, the monotony 
inevitably caused by slavishly adhering to the one-syliable rhyme... Without 
noticeably marring the peculiar Oriental character of the Persian original 
with its melodious sing-song rhythm, he has treated the original in his para- 
phrase with greater freedom and a keener appreciation of the natural differ-

experience in all the details of 
railroad operation, and twenty- 
nine years of these devoted tothe 
service of one line, is the record 
of President Marvin Hughitt of 
| the Northwestern system. With 

Sos nearly 8,000 miles of trackage, 
$40,000,000 of property, and an army of 
employés under his supervision, a stranger 
might be inclined to wonder that the 
farmer boy of fifty years ago grew un- 
aided into it. But a moment in the presence 
of the quick, alert, tactful, considerate man 
gives the keynote of his success to the reader 
of men. 

Out of the self-possession of the man 
comes the assurance of his powers, until 
one believes the assertions of the’railway 
world that probably he is one of the oldest 
railroad managers on the continent. With 
his square jaw, firm mouth, and the nose 
which Napoleon always insisted upon for 
ability, President Hughitt has a figure in 
keeping. Yet with it all is a sensitiveness 
and diffidence that are hard to reconcile. 


->- 
Marvin Hughitt was born in Genoa, 
Cayuga County, N. Y., in 1838. His father 
own:d a farm near the village, and the boy’s 
eariy life was passed there. He experienced 
the common, humdrum existence of the 
farm boy. He went to school when the 
work of the farm did not interfere. He 
had some instruction, even, in a school that 
was dignified with the name of seminary. 

But farm work, and above all the monotony 
of farm life, palled on the boy. It was an 
insufficient outlet for his activities. : 

About that time Professor Morse was mak- 
ing thé influence of the electric telegraph 
felt in the world. It appealed to young 
Hughitt as it had done to scores of others, 
and he went to Auburn, where he got @ place 
at a key and sounder. 

At his inquisitive age he learned quickly. 
He was an operator in an unusually short 
time, and within a year he was regarded as 
an expert. Then the West appealed to him, 
and at the age of 17 he came to Chicago. 

The Illinois and Mississippi Telegraph com- 
pany had headquarters in Chicago, and 
Judge J. D. Caton was President of it. In 
1854 young Hughitt applied at the office for 
the position of operator, and was taken on 
the force. 

It was not long until the young man from 
New York was remarked in the office. From 
the gossip of clerks he came to the notice of 
the officials of the company, and when a va- 
cancy came he was made superintendent of 
the office. . 

The railroad systems of the West were in 
their infancy at that time. There had not 
been either time or opportunity to educate 
men to the business. The fact that a tele- 
graph company had a good superintendent 


railroad—now the Chicago and Alton—of- 
fered young Hughitt the position of super- 
intendent of telegraph for the line. This 
position embraced the work of train dis- 
patcher, and it was in this that Mr. Hughitt 
got his first inkling of railroading. 

He took to the new work with his native 
enthusiasm. When the road finally was ab- 
sorbed by the Chicago and Alton system he 
went over to the service of the Illinois Cen- 
tral road, acting as trainmaster for the 
southern division, with headquarters at Cen- 
tralia, 

It was at Centralia that Mr. Hughitt found 
opportunity for a piece of work that attract- 
ed widespread attention. 

War wason. A large force of troops, with 
arms, ammunition, artillery, and supplies, 
was to be moved as quickly as possible from 
St. Louis to Cairo. The government made a 
requisition on the Illinois Central to do the 
work. Trainmaster Hughitt was instructed 
to see that the work was carried out as 
quickly as possible, and with as little loss 
to regular traffic as might be possible. 

Hughitt took the train dispatcher’s table 
at headquarters, realizing the task before 
him, but unwilling even to divide responsi- 
bility with any oneelse. For thirty-six hours 
he sat at the table, and when he gave up the 
key the last troop train was in Cairo. 

Scarcely had the trainmaster rested from 
this long shift when another order came for 
him to see to moving the same troops from 
Cairo to Virginia, so far as the Central's 


took wings, and the St. Louis and Chicago 


lines extended. Then for another stretch of 

thirty-six hours he sat at the dispatcher’s 
key, moving trains without a hitch. When 
he was done not a trainin the regular service 
had been delayed or abandoned. A few days 
later Hughitt received an order to report at 
the general offices in Chicago as Assistant 
Superintendent of the Illinois Central road. 


In 1864 Mr. Hughitt was made General Su- 
perintendent of the system, a position which 
he retained while John M. Douglas was Pres- 
ident. On Douglas’ retirement Mr. Hughitt 
became Superintendent of the Pullman Car 
company, but soon resigned to become As- 
sistant General Manager of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road. 

On Feb. 1, 1872, Marvin Hughitt was ap- 
pointed General Superintendent of the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad. Colonel 
James H. Howe was manager, and because of 
his lack of practical knowledge he asked for 
the assistance of Mr. Hughitt. Virtually 
this made Mr. Hughitt the manager of the 
road, and when H. H. Porter had succeeded 
Howe and retired in 1876, Hughitt was ap- 
pointed General Manager in fact. : 

By this time Mr. Hughitt’s ability and val- 
ue to the road bad been recognized. In 1880 
the directors elected him Second Vice Presi- 
dent. In 1882 he was made President of the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha 
line, which was one of the feeders of the 
Northwesterm In 1884 he was elected Presi- 
dent of the Fremont, Elkhorn and Missouri 
Valley railroad, another dependency of the 
system, and he filled the position for three 
years. 

Then in 1887, when President Albert Keep 
was made chairman of the Board of Direct- 
ors—an office new to the management—Mar- 
vin Hughitt was elected unanimously to the 
Presidency of the Chicago and Northwestern 
system. 

Fourteen years as the President of a great 
railway company have left few marks upon 
the man. His hair is an tron gray, with a 
trace of it in his beard, but his color is un- 
impeachable and his eyes dispute the fact 
of his 63 years of life. 

As a railroad President his familiarity 
with every detail of railroad work gives him 
tremendous prestige as the great executive 
force in the machine. He can handle an en- 
gine, throw a switch, or relieve a train dis- 
patcher at a moment's notice. The crew of 
the train which pulls ‘“‘ the old man’s” car 
knows that not a detail of stopping, starting, 
slowing down, or making time is lost upon 
him. 

There is a suggestion of militarism in the 
man. But behind the firm face is a depth 
of eye that robs it of its aggressiveness, He 
exacts of all men their duty, giving his own 
pervice as example, and holding out to them 
that in working for the good of the system 
they. are working good for themselves. 

->- 

In railroad circles a few years ago a char- 
acteristic story was told of him, whether it 
be true or not. 


For years thousands of persons going in 


Fifth avenue found service in the clock on 
the tower of the Northwestern Station in 
Wells street. But from several positions in 
Fifth avenue passengers hurrying to trains 
were unable to see the clock because of a 
sharp, conical tower on the southeast corner. 
Complaint, had been made, long and loud, 


against the ‘“‘candle extinguisher” that 
a the clock useless. But nothing was 
one. 


One day, as the story goes, the President, 


, without his watch, was hurrying down to 


the station to the train for Lake Geneva. He 
knew that he did not have many minutes 
to spare, but he could not see from the station 
clock just how many. In looking he lost 
time, and when he finally ran down to the 
gate the Geneva train was 200 yards out of 
the station. Within a week the offending 
tower came down. 


Mr. Hughitt’s recreations are few. He is 
fond of billiards, and in his Prairie avenue 
home he has 4 handsome room dedicated to 
the game. , 

He served the one term as President which 
is allowed to the Commercial club member- 
ship, this being the only other office filled by 
him since he went into the service of the 
Northwestern road.

| \e Makes’ New Record for Vaccination | 


« 


R. HIRAM L. PEASE, 7530 Greenwood 
avenue, has made a vaccination rec- 
ord that outdid that of the five Eng- 
lish physicians, who vaccinated 2,500 
in twenty-four hours. Dr. Pease vac- 

cinated eighty-nine pupils of the Madison 
Avenue School in Grand Crossing in one 
hour and twenty-five minutes. 

The English physicians had a great advan- 
tage in having ‘their patients in a hospital, 
where they could be prepared by trained 
nurses for the vaccination and where every 


‘facility for rapid work was at hand. Dr. 


Pease had as assistants four girls from the 
highest grade in the school. One of these 
prepared the glass tubes which the doctor 
employed in the operation. Another girl 
put down the names and the other facts 
required by the School board in regard to 
each pupil vaccinated. The other two girls 
assisted in preparing the puplis’ arms. 

Dr. Pease employed the hermetically sealed 
glass tubes required by the School board, 
instead of vaccine points, and the vaccine 
was blown into the soratches on the arm 
made by the lancet by means of a rubber 
bulb. The results of the vaccination were 
unusually good, not more than one in twenty 
refusing to take. } 

Dr. Pease has had the vaccinating to do 
for four schools, and estimates that he can 
work at the rate of one vaccination per 
minute.

“I don’t care what people think of me,” Mr. Dolbow fre- 
quently remarks after some unusual outbreak. “‘I am s0 
happy that I just have to shout and kick up my héels. I tell 
you what, some of you people had better begin to drill right 
now. You'll have to drill, or when the ranks are made up for 
the final march you'll be left out.” 

Mr, Dolbow then begins to drill up and down the platform. 
If the song happens to be one-of good lively tune he executes 
something that appears to be the nearest imitation of a cake- 
walk that white men are capable of. 

“ Andie’ Dolbow says he has beem through the whole 
catalogue of vices. He used to go on long debauches and was 
“just as active in the work of the devil,”’ as he expresses it, 
as he now is in the work of the Lord. He enlisted in the army 
during the civil war and served until the close. Taking all his 
pay which had been saved up he went on a spree before going 
home. His mother was a widow, and it was partly her grief 
that moved him to repentance, His earlier career as a prize 
fighter and circus rider was just long enough to serve well 
in advertising him at present as an evangelist. It was 
through the associations of this early career that he started 
on the downward path.

ag] HE Rev. John Norberry, “ the prince of altar work- 

ers,”’ is the only one of the evangelists who holds a 
regular pastorate. He has a large church in a Mas- 
sachusetts town. He has preached few times dur- 
ing the convention, his part being to gather in the 
| sinners and bring them to repentance at the altar. 
=) The Rev. Mr. Norberry, like all the other holiness 


— 


, evangelists, forsook another occupation to take up the work. 


He was first employed in the New. England cotton mills, and 
spent his younger days there. 

When he became converted Mr. Norberry began his evan- 
elistic work among the laborers in the cotton mills. He has 
never been considered a great preaching evangelist, but his 
success in getting people to the point where they “ experience ” 
is said to be unequaled. He is puritanical in his habits, and 
will not ride om Sunday trains nor read Sunday papers. 

The Rev. Mr. Norberry’s method of working for conver- 
sions is to have the candidate kneel} at the altar, facing him as 
he kneels on the other side of the railing: He then bids the 
person to stretch both armsupward, doing likewise himself. 
Together they repeat various words of. supplication. The 
usualevidenceof sanctification or conversion is for the candi- 
date to rise with hands stillbstretched upward and break into 
laughter, singing, or some form of praise. 

The Rev. Mr. Norberry is also the leader of singing. 
has many variations for any gospel song that proves popular. 


He invites an accompaniment of hand-clapping. or waving otf.... 


handkerchiefs, or tramping in time with the music, and at the 
conclusion of a song often proposes a shout, after the manner 
that college men are wont to conclude their songs. 

The Rev. Mr. Norberry usually leads the jumping dele- 
gates. It was he who started quite an exciting feature at one 
of the meetings in the First Metodist Church by shouting: 

‘* Any man who Is truly sanctified ought to be able tojump 
his own height.”

— EY FERGUSON, the railroad engineer evangelist, 

conducts a meeting much as he would run a 
heavy freight train. He uses a great deal of fire 
as well as muscular energy. He has a voice that 
can be heard almost as far as a locomotive whis- 
tle, and, whether he is preaching or sitting by 
es, AS a listener, he does not forget to sound a warn- 
ing for all grade crossings. He is over six feet tall, strong, 
and broad-chested, and his physique is partly responsible 
for his power. 

When asked about his life he said: 

‘* Yes, Glory to God, I have been a railroad engineer 
and I am still an engineer. But now I am running through 
passenger trains, while the others were merely coal cars. I 
have been in evangelistic work but three years, but I have 
been blessed with success beyond anything that I myself 
could have done. I have made engagements for the entire 
summer to appear at camp meetings. I still keep a letter 
from the railroad company promising me a position any 
time that I care to return, 

‘“‘I was laying off when I was converted, visiting my peo- 
ple, who lived on a farm. I went back to my engine, but 
I took a Bible with me, and I used to read it a great deal 
of the time. I talked with the boys who were on the train 
and in the yards, and I found some of them ready to be in- 
terested. I staid at the ralflroad business for several years 
after I was converted, and then it suddenly came to me 
that I ought to be preaching the gospel. | 

“During ail the time that I was on an engine with my 
Bible I did not get a scratch. Several times I had been in 
wrecks, but nothing ever happened to me while I had the 
Bible with me.”’ 

Mr. Ferguson and Mr. Dolbow are strong in team work. 
While Ferguson is over six feet tall, ‘‘ Andle’’ Dolbow is 
a little over five feet in height. Under the influence of 
music the two of them occasionally do a dance that is in- 
imitable, somewhat resembling a favorite vaudeville feature.

Which in the beginning of the Chris- 


tian era played a prominent part in public 
life, were his ardent worshipers.”’ 

As a subject of study. Dr. Carus has taken, 
among other things, the famous scribbling 
on the wall of, one of the servants’ rooms 
of the imperia! household at Rome. This 
ecribbling, done some time in the third 
century, shows a donkey-headed man in 
servant's garb nailed to a cross. Below. a 
man in servant’s dress is saluting the fig- 
ure, above which is the mystic sign,‘ Y.’’ 
Underneath are the words, ‘“‘ Alexamenos 
adores God.” 

Christian archwologists have long regard- 
ed this as a pagan’s jest directed by one 
slave toward a fellow-slave who had been 
converted to the Christian religion. Dr. 
Carus, however, holds that the rude fig- 
ure on the cross represents the donkey- 
heoded god, Seth, of the gnostics and that 
some slave made the drawing as a propitia- 
tion to his god to aid him in the chariot 
racing. 

Taking this view of the scrawl, the doctor 
backs it up by calling attention to the mys- 
tic *‘Y”’ which is a secret symbol of the 
faith and understood only by the initiated, 
His point is that if the scrawled crucifixion 
were the jest of a mocker, this symbol would 
not have been placed there, 


Taking it thus, seriously, and acknowledg- 
ing that the crucifix of Christianity was not 
generally accepted as symbolical of the 
faith until the sixth century, Dr. Carus 
asserts that a crucified sacrifice for Chris- 
tianity could not have been other than on the 
lines of tradition. He says of this, in point: 

“The Sethians and other sects that ap- 
peared as rival religions of Christianity 
adopted many Christian ideas and sentiments 
and dropped their typically sectarian tradi- 
tions more and more until at last they were 
merged in the great stream of that form of 
Christianity which survived, and thus the 
worship of Seth-Christ disappeared entirely. 
Christianity in its turn assimilated a great 
number of pre-Christian ideas, and the result 
was the Christianity of the Roman Church, 
which became the state religion under Con- 
stantine the Great.’’ 


Again, referring to Apollonious of Tyana, 
who at ome time was a rival of Jesus for 
recognition as the Savior of men, Dr. Carus 
says: 

“It is perhaps not an accident that Tyana 
is a town of Cappadocia, not far from Tarsus, 
the birthplace of the Apostle St, Paul, Asia 
Minor was the region in which the religious 
fermentation that permeated the classical 


world from the days of Alexander the Great 
was strongest, and we have reason to be- 
lieve that Apollonius was as pure minded 
and earnest as his countryman Paul. Philo- 
stratos, a courtier of the literary circle of 
the Empress Julia Domna, compiled the life 
of this pagan saint, his main sources being 
the account of Maximus of Avge, for several! 
years a fellow-philosopher of the Tyanian 
while both were pursuing the ascetic life of 
the Pythagorean brotherhood, and the won- 
Grous tales df Daneis of Nineveh concerning 
the travels and adventures of Apollonius. 

“The similarity of many of these stories 
to the miracles of Jesus excited in the early 
days of Christianity the jealqusy of the 
Christian monks, as a result of which all the 
works of this pagan saint were destroyed, 
and we know his personality only from the 
distorted reflection of it in the book of Philo- 
stratos, from the carricatures of Lucian 
and Apuleius, and finally from the incidental 
remarks of ancient authors, and the stric- 
tures of the church fathers. 

** Men of sober judgment, among them Dio 
Cassius, the historian, believed in some at 
least of the miracles of Apollonius, and the 
Christians, among them Origen, do not as a4 
rule deny them. Eusebius of Cesarea takes 
Hlierocles to task for giving preference to 


Apollonius over Jesus, in respect of the for- 
mer’s having, lived a more exemplary life, 
as well as having performed more numerous 
and better attested miracles. The same au- 
thor quotes approvingly a sentence from 
Apollonius embodying his confession of 
faith.’’ 

As to the further admixtures of religious 
traditions of an even earlier age Dr. Carus 
Says: 

‘It is noteworthy that one of the Sphinxes 
in Lower Egypt bears the features of a de- 
cidedly Semitic, not an Egyptian, face. The 
Semites must have greatly influenced Egyp- 
tian civilization during the Hyksos period in 
artistic ‘taste as well as in religious cere- 
monial; but, on the other hand, Egyptian 
thought left a permanent pression upon 
Semitic views of life, and We can no longer 
doubt that it constituted also one of the 
most important factors in the formation of 
Judaism, the noblest efflorescence of the 
Semitic race,’’ 

The whole burden of the doctor’s argu- 
ments is that the fabrics of Christianity as 
expressed by Bible writers bears the unmis- 
takable imprint of Sethism in particular and 
of the other’pagan sects in g8neral

A few miles further on three gazelles 
were found, but they.also kept well in front 
of the pursuing locomotive and out. of rifle 
shot, and after a long chase they also de- 
cided to go into the forest. 

By the time the next gazelles were found 
the fireman had got a full head of steam 
on the engine, and the engineer cracked 
on full speed and gained rapidly on the flee- 
ing quarry, and soon was bumping along 
not thirty yards behind the antelopes. But 
the great speed on the lumbering old loco- 
motive made it pound around like a ship 
in a gale. The hunters could hardly hang 
on with both hands; let alone aim and fire.

A throw of four white or black sides is 
called nyout or mo and entitles the player to 
another throw, which is made before the 
piece is moved. The players enter their 

_ places on the mark next the circle, at the 
top (or north) of the table, and move them 
around in a direction against that of the sun. 
The object of the game is to get from one to 
four pieces around the circuit and out again 

If a player throws so that one 

of his pieces has to be moved on another of 
his own, he may double up the two pieces 
and thereafter take them around as one 
piece, they counting as two in the game. If 

a player’s piece falls on that of an opponent 

the latter is “ caught ’"’ and must go back te 
the beginning.

( That the games of the American Indians 


and those of the Asiatics have a common 
origin is shown strikingly in the case of such 
games as that played by the Kiowa Indians 
and by the Apaches. The Kiowas cali the 


| game Zohn Ahi and the diagram used by 


them is based on the four directions. In- 
Stead of a circle they use a broken border. 
But the principle is identical with that of 
Nyout. The staves used for throwing are 
ten Inches long. 

The Kiowas and Apaches also still use 
gaming arrows. They are tossed point first 
at a mark about ten feet away. The first 
thrower must land on the mark or lose his 
arrow. Once an arrow lies on the mark, it 
ig the object of the following players to toss 
their arrows so that they shall cross the first 
one. All arrows that fail to do this remain 
on the ground to form a regular jackpot. 
The game continues until a player or play- 
ers succeed in crossing all the arrows on 
the ground. They become the property of 
the successful players. 

Dice followed as natural developments of 
arrows and thro staves and biocks. 
Cewrie shells were handiest and sim- 

est forms of dice, and survive to this day. 

here is hardly any difference between 
those used in places as far distant and dif- 
ferent from each other as are Liberia in 
Africa, Melanesia. Corea, and the South Sea 
Islands. But while these primitive dice 
still are in use, there has been a great de- 
velopment in dice generally. The dice of 
India and Arabia show high development 
that dates back heyond the beginnings of 
known history. 


From dice sprang the elaborate form known 
as dominoes. Dominoes in some form or 
another are played in all parts of the world. 
Their spread is as extensive as that of dice. 
They ate almost identical with each other 
in markings, whether they are found in 
Greenland or in Polynesia. The number of 


eces varies markedly, however, some coun- 

ies using only sixty to a set, while others 
use as many as 148. 

The highest stage of the dice and domino 
ssstems was attained with the invention oi 
backgammon and chess. But side by side 
with this development there grew a new 
form of gambling. It began with staves 
formed in eertain peculiar ways. The 
came a time when the staves were mark 
with odd characters. This was the beginning 
uf games with cards. The Coreans, those 
inveterate gambiers, led in this form also. 


One of their oldest games, whieh still is 


piayed throughout the East, is Htou-Tjyen. 
It is played with ‘eighty cards, made of 
narrow strips of oiled paper about eight 
inches long. They are divided inte eight 
suits: Man, fish, crow, pheasant, entelope, 
star, rabbit, and horse. The cards of each 
suit are distinguished by numerals from 
one to nine, the tenth card being designated 
as ‘General. The playing cards used in 
isiu Kiang, China, are based directly on 
these Corean cards, but are great improve- 
ments on them. 


The Hindoo playing cards consist of many 
different systems. A famous and much- 
used deck is known as ganjifa, and containg 
ninety-six circular cards.

MILE the regalia of England 
is in the hands of jewelers, be- 
ing cleaned and repaired pre- 

;Views to the coronation cere- 
monies, the keeper of the re- 
#@alia has the right to claim 
and is allowed heavy compen- 
sation for the loss of fees which 
he would have received from 
hundreds of Visitors who might have inspect- 
ed the jewels were they under his care in their 
usual resting place in the Tower of London. 
The regalia consists of the tmperial crown, 

St. Edward'@ crown, the Prince of Wales’ 

coronet, thé Queen Consort's crown, and the 

Queen's diadeém; the staff of Edward the Con- 

fessor, the féyal seepter, or scepter with the 

cross, the rod of equity, or scepter with the 
dove; the @i@een’s scepter, the ivory scepter, 
and a richly wrought scepter of gold, sup- 
to havé been made for Mary, Queen of 

William If%. In addition to these are the 
curtana, or tless sword of mercy; the 
swords of justice, temporal and ecclesiastical: 
the braceléte and spurs, the ampulla and 
spoon; the golden salt cellar, used at the 
coronation Banquet; the ring of alliance with 
the kingdom, the orb, the sword of state, a 

model of the Koh-t-noor diamond, a baptisma! 
font, and various dishes, spoons, and other 
articles madeé of gold used at the coronation. 

The state Goach and the coronation chair, 
although not a part of the regalia, deserve 
some attention, especially the chair, as it is 
the only article mentioned which has an 

undoubted antiquity. 


The imperial 


crown was and arranged 
‘for the coronation of Queét teria. It eon- 
sists of diatiends, rubies, pearts, sapphires, 
and emeralds sét i geld and silver; it has a 
crimson velvet cap with ermine border and is 
lined with white silk. A famous ruby, in the 
front of the erown and in the ceriter of a 
diamond maltese cross, if said to have been 
given to Edw Prince of Wales, son of 
Edward IIl., by Pedro, King of Castile. 
The cros# on the top of the crown has a 
beautiful rosécut sapphire and there is a 
tradition that this sapphire came out of the 
ring of Edward the Confessor, for many years 
preserved at his shrine, and was supposed 
to give his successors the power of biessing 
the cramp rings. 

St. Bdward’s crown is said to have been 
worn by Edward the Confessor. It is a rich 
crown of gold, adorned with pearls and 
precious stones of many kinds, diamonds, 
rubies, emeralds, and sapphires. There is a 
mound of gold on the top of it, ewcircled with 
a band of gold, and this is also adorned with 


cross, covered with precious stones, including 
three large oval pearls, one at the top of the 
sros# and the other two pendant at the ends.

The crown is composed of four crosses and 
four fleur dé lis of gold, upon a rim or circlet 
ef gold, adorned with precious stones, from 
the tops of which crosses arise four circular 
bars, which meet at the top in the form ofa 
cross. The cap within the crown is of crim- 
son velvet, and is turned up with ermine. 


The Prince of Wales’ coronet is made of 
pure gold, without jewels, and is placed on a 
cushion in the House of Lords before his seat, 
when the King opens or prorogueg# Parlia- 
ment. 

The Queen consort’s crown is made of gold 
and set with diamonds and other precious 
jewels. 

The diadem, or golden circlet, was used for 
the coronation of Marie d’Este and cost 
£110,000. 

The staff of Edward the Confessor is of 
beaten gold and it is said that a part of the 
cross of Calvary is inclosed in the golden orb 
which surmounts the staff. It is always car- 
ried in the coronation procession, and is 
four feet seven inches and a half in length 
and three-quarters of an inch in diameter, 
with a pike or foot of steel about four inches 
and a quarter in length. The orb is of pure 
gold and is surmounted by a’ cross. upon an 
amethyst of great value, as a pedestal. 

The royal scepter, of scepter with the 
cross, which is borne tn the sovereign’s right 
hand, is made of gold, and is two feet nine 
and a quarter inches in length. The handle 
ig plain, with the upper part wreathed, and 
the shaft is burnishe 
wreathed, and is enriched with emeralds, 
sinall diamonds, and rubies. Previous to the 
coronation of George IV. the top was adorned 
with fleur de lis, which were replaced by 
golden leaves, surrounding a large amethyst 
each leaf bearing the rose, the shamrock, and 
the thistle. This amethyst forms a globe, 
encircled with diamonds, and is surméunt 
by a cross patté of stones, with a large ta 
diamond in the center. 

The rod of equity, or scepter with the dove,. 
is not wreathed, but has an even surface; it 
is of gold, three feet seven inches in height, 
and/two and a half inches at the top. The 
pommel is adorned With a circle of diamonds 
and stones of many kinds. Upon the bali 
at the top is @ ¢ross, sustaining a dove with 
outepread wifigs, enameled white, as the em- 
blem of mercy. 

The Queen's scepter is made of gold, em- 
bellished with precious gems, and is much like 
the Ki , but is not wreathed, and hot so

The ivory scepter is of white ivory, with a 
mei, mound, and cross, all of gold, and a 
dove on the top, and is three feet one inch and 
a half in length.

It seems that while 
Thomas A Becket was 
in banishment in 

France, as he was 
praying one night to 
the Virgin she ap- 
peared and presented 
him with a golden 
eagle and a smal! 
glass or stone vial, as- 
suring him that the 
happiest effects would 
be produced upon such 
monarchs as might 
be anointed with the 
unction it contained. 
She also specified a 
monk at Poictiers, to 
whom it was to be 
given, and he was to 
hide it under a partic- 
ular stone in the 
Church of St. Greg- 
ory. Here it was pre- 
served till the reign of 
Henry IIL, when it 
was revealed to a 
man of plety, who 
brought it to the Duke 
of Lancaster, by 
whom it was trans- 
ferred toe the Black 
Prince, who had it de- 
posited in a strong 
chest in the Tower. 
The vessel is in the 
form of an eagle, with 
expanded wings, and 
is of gold finely 
chased. The head 
screws off at the neck 
for the convenience of 
putting in the oll, and 
the neck being hollow 
the liquid is poured 
from the beak of the 
eagle into the spoon. 


The spoon appears 
to be one of the relics 
of the 


It is extremely thin, 
with four pearls in the 
broadest part of the 
handle. 

The handle appears 
to have been originally 


decprated with enamel, but time has de- 
stroyed this, leaving an uneven surface. It 
seems probable that this spoon may have 
been used for many coronations since the 
twelfth century. 

The gold salt cellar is of pure gold, is set 
with jewels, and is said to be a model of the 
White Tower of London. The four corner 
towers and the large center one contain the 
salt used at the coronation banquet. 

The Ring of Alliance with the kingdom is 
of pure gold, in which is a large table ruby, 
on which the cross of St. George is engraved. 
It has been called “ the wedding-ring of 
England,” and the following tradition is 
given in the “ Golden Legends.” An old man 
cne day asked alms of King Edward the Con- 
fessor, who, finding he had nothing else to 
give, presented him with his ring. Some 
years after this two English pilgrims trav- 
eling in the Holy Land lost their way towards 
the evening. There came up to them a fair 
and ancient personage whose hairs were 
white with age, who asked them what they 
were and of what region. They told him that 
they were pilgrims of England, and had 
lost their way and company, upon which he 
gave them comfort and brought them to a 
soodly city, and, after giving them a night's 
rest and refreshment in the morning. he put 
them once again in the right path. He 
seemed glad to hear them talk of the piety 
and welfare of the English King. and when 
about to separate he said to them: “I am 
John the Evangelist, and say ye unto Ed- 
ward, your King, that I greet him wei! by the 
token that he gave to me this ring with his 
own hands, which ring ye shail deliver to 
him again,’’ and, having so said, he departed 
from them again solemnly. They, of course, 
when they came to England, delivered the 
ring safely to their sovereign, who imme- 
diately recognized it, and in after times it 
was preserved with care in Westminster 
Abbey, at the shrine of the Confessor. One 
can infer that this story was implicitly be- 
lieved in past ages, from the pains taken to 
commemorate it in so many places in and 
about Westminster Abbey. 

The orb, or gidbe, is a ball of gold encom- 
passed with twe fillets of precious stones, 
from the middié of the upper of which a large 
amethyst rises, which forms the pedestal 
of a cross richly embellished with gems and 
ee large pearis at its ex- 


The orb is six inches in diameter and the 
height of the ball and pedestal is eleven. 


Ths baptismal font is of silver and was 
formerly used at the ehristenings of the 
reyal family.

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Fish Commission to Exhibit Millions of . 


‘TROUT OF THEIR 


OR the great aquaria, which 
will be a conspicuous feature 
of the exhibit of the United 
States Fish commission at 
Buffalo. thousands of sea 

fishes and other marine ani- 

mais will be carried from 

Wood’s Hole, Mass.. and 

Morehead City, N. C., in large 

‘anks.. Among them will be comprised all 
‘of the most important.commercial salt water 
‘fishes, including sheepshead, bluefish, pom- 
pano, Spanish mackerel, red drum. flounder, 
salt water catfish, striped bass, cod, pollock, 
‘butterfish, kingfish. shark, and skate. Most 
people gre not aware that sharks and skates 
have any commercial value, yet they are 
used quite largely for fertilizing purposes. 

' Among the crustaceans assembled will be 
jobsters and half a dozen kinds of crabs, in- 
cluding stone crabs, channel crabs, and the 
eéommon blue crabs, which last are distin- 
guished in particular as the edible species. 
Then there will be various commercial mol- 
husks, likewise living and in their native ele- 
Ment, including not only clams and oysters 
pbut also mussels and scallops. Once there 
a Frenchman, experienced in oystér 
culture, who planted a bed of scallops in shal- 
“Mow water, thinking that they would propa- 
igate their species and become a source of 
profit to him. ‘They all swam away the next 
night—for scallops, unlike oysters, have loco- 
motive powers—and, inasmuch as they never 
fame back, the investment proved a failure. 
At the Buffalo exposition, however, the scal- 
lops will be suitably confined and unable to 
escape. 

| Great quantities of sea water will be re-

sion, in receptacles holding 40,000 gallons.

Two-thirds of the aquaria will be for 
fresh water animals, and only one-third for 
marine forms. The former will contain sal- 
mon. brook trout, trout of several. other 
species, a dozen different kinds _of bass;

In the basement beneath the pavilion will 
be a sixteen-ton ice machine for cooling the 
water that is to contain the trout and sal- 
mon. Fishes of this genus require extremely 
cold water, and in summer it will be neces- 
sary to pass the water for them through a 
refrigerator. For other fishes it will be ne- 
cessary to warm the water at times, and, 
lest it get turbid, the water will have.to be 
filtered now and then to make it as clear and 
pellucid as pogsible, that visitors may 
have a perfect view of the aquatic animals 
on exhibition.

Probably the most interesting feature of 
the Fish commission's exhibit will be. a: min- 
lature hatchery, in which will be shown the. 
methods adopted: for hatching the eggs of 
‘shad, pike, perch, and whitefish. There will 
be tables of glass jars, each contalning 80,000 
eggs or so, kept constantly in motion by a 
stream of water running through them. 
Each egg shows two little dots, which are 
the eyesofthe unbornfish seen through the 
transparent capsule, and, as one looks, he 
sees the ripe ova split open and liberate their 
tiny occupants. It is for all the world like 
the popping of corn, only much more inter- 


esting to witness.

—an important matter where cod eggs and 
flatfish eggs are concerned, because under 
natural conditions those eggs float about on 
the surface of the sea. | 


A beautiful collection of objects will illus- 
trate the pear} button indystry and will show 
how the shells of fresh-water mussels are 
the chief source of the so-called “ pearl” 
shirt buttons and other similar buttons, while 
pearl oyster shells are cut up with saws in 
such an ingenious manner that a single speci- 
men will yield-a penhandle, half of a revolver 
butt, a big poker chip, a dozen or more large 
pearl buttons, and three or four dozen small 
buttons. The mussel-shell fishery of this 
country, as most people are aware, is an in- 
dustry of coneiderable importance. Just 
think how we should get along without pearl 
buttons or studs! 


Another exhibit will. be of leathers ob- 
tained from fishes and various other aquatic 
animals. It will include specimens of frog- 
skin leather, turtle leather, catfish leather, 
sturgeon leather, water-snake leather, whale- 
skin leather, and tanned shark skin. Also 
there will be tanned samples of walrus skin, 
sealskin, sea elephant skin, porpoise skin, 
manatee skin, and sea lion skin. The sup- 
ply of leather from land animals being no 
longer equal to the demand, it is mew serious- 
ly proposed to employ the skins of some 
fishes for leather, and for this reason much 
interest attaches to this branch of the Fish 
commission's display. In some parts of the 
world, as among the Eskimos of Alaska and 
the Chukchis of Kamschatka, boots and other 
garments of fish skins are much prized, and 
commonly worn on account of their water- 
proof quality. 


There will be a great collection of fishery 
products, including many curiosities, such as 
swimming bladders of fishes for isinglass, 
dried spinal cords of sturgeons for soups (ex- 
ported to Russia and China), eel skins for 
clarifying coffee, and a variety of olls, such 
as sea lion oil, menhaden oll, cod liver oil, 
herring oll, sea elephant oil, blackfish oil, 
** puffing pig ”’ oil, and porpoise oil. Fish glue 
is utilized for a great variety of purposes, and 
one is astonished to discover what a great 
number of other valuable substances are ob- 
tained from the waters, as illustrated by the

GRACE CORNEAU SAYS COSTUMES MUST AN 
MATCH TO SMALLEST DETAILS ... 


ARIS, March 1.—Formerly if a 
hat and costume matched the 
average woman contented her- 
self with the idea that she was 
well dressed. More is now de- 
manded. Not only must the hat 
and own be alike in style, but 
every detail of the teilette 
| must be In perfect harmony. 
This is particularly the case with evening 
gowns, which must be accompanied by a 
headdress, jewels, hosiery, fan, and even 
underskirt conforming to the notes of the 
costume.
